Nixon Relaxing In Leningrad 


LEN IN G R A D ( U P I ) - P r e s i - 
dent Nixon, buoyed by the his­ 
toric 
n u cle a r 
a r m s 
freeze 
agreement climaxing his five 
days at the Moscow summit, 
flew to this showplace Soviet 
city today for sightseeing and 
relaxation. 
The President and his wife 
Pat arrived from Moscow to a 
w arm welcome from the people 
of Leningrad—a place steeped 
both in C zarist h isto ry and 
more recent memories of one of 
the nation’s finest hours in hold-, 
ing off Germ an forces during 
World W ar II. 
From the airport the Nixons 
were taken by motorcade to the 
shrine of the dead of that long 
battle. Nixon, in a light-colored 
raincoat, joined Soviet Presi­ 
dent Nikolai V. Podgorny in 
laying wreaths at a monument 
to the dead. 
The President then inscribed 
in the guest book the words: 
"Richard Nixon to Tanya and 
all the heroes of Leningrad.” 
He referred to the diary of a 
young Leningrad girl, written 
as she and her family slowly 
starved to death. 
Nixon, 
with the first lady 
standing just to one side, turned 
to others in the party and said: 
“ We hope it is never repeated 
in all the world.” 
A misty rain fell during the. 
solemn ceremony. 
The Nixons were driven from 
the cem etery to their guest 
house, an ultra-modern building 
w ith spacious, w ell-trim m ed 
grounds, to rest and freshen up 
before having lunch as guests 
of city officials. 
Nixon also 
called in staff members. 
As he left the Kremlin for the 
round-trip to Leningrad, Nixon 


put 
his hand on Podgorny’s 
shoulder and said: “ That was a 
great day yesterday.” 


From the guest house, the 
N ixons w ent to L e n in g ra d 's 
Mariinsky Palace, once a czar­ 
ist showplace but today the 
C o m m u n ist P a r ty h e a d q u a r­ 
ters, for a fish-and-fowl lunch­ 
eon in the old Russian style.

The city, on the other hand, 
has filed for nuisance abate­ 
ment because the Vinciliones 
allegedly went ahead with grad­ 
ing without a permit. 
Ju d g e H en ry J. B ro d erick 
temporarily barred any more 
work on the peak pending a 
hearing on the nuisance issue. 
The Vinciliones claim the city 
planning commission and city 
council had no ground to turn 
down the permit because no 
evidence presented showed the 
digging would be harmful to the 
community.

BLACK EDUCATION 


Results Of Conference Hailed

A first-ever nationwide con­ 
feren ce of black e d u c a to rs 
wound up in San Rafael yester­ 
day with participants heralding 
its achievements and possible 
long-range effect. 
Patricia Hill, a lay teacher in 
a Boston alternative school for 
minority children, said, “ The 
comparison of experiences was 
invaluable.” 
Like Miss Hill, m any of the 
300 participants said they had 
felt isolated within their own 
school systems, out of touch 
w ith o th e rs stru g g lin g w ith 
problems of minority education. 
They debated and compared 
ieas in a series of 30 workshops 
during the three-day gathering 
on “ Em erging Trends in the 
Education of Black Children" 
at the Holiday Inn in San Ra­ 
fael. The conference was the 
first of its kind in the United 
States, the educators said. 
Many of them praised their 


Marin County hosts for the cali­ 
ber of the program. The confer­ 
ence was sponsored by “ Opera­ 
tion 
B re a k th ro u g h ” of the 
Tam alpais High School District, 
headed by Lanny Berry; the 
M arin County Schools Office; 
Marin County Hum an Rights 
Commission and Black Scholar 
magazine, published in Sausali­ 
to. 
Cherrie Gaines, a law profes­ 
sor at the University of San 
Francisco, declared the confer­ 
ence will produce “ a ripple 
e f f e c t ” th r o u g h o u t U n ite d 
States education. 
R o b e rt H o llis , g r i e v a n c e 
counselor in the county human 
rights office, praised the parley 
for bringing many experts to­ 
gether to " r a p ,” rather than 
merely listen to a few high- 
powered speakers.. “ The men in 
the audience were as heavy as 
the c a t behind the m ic ro ­ 
phone,” Hollis declared. 
Bette Wallace, a Tam alpais 


High School District trustee, 
was one of the few nonblack 
participants in the conference. 
A veteran of many educational 
conferences, she said she saw a 
“ positive fo rc e .. . vitality and 
tremendous strength” in the 
ideas of the black educators. 
Em ory Davis, a University of 
Illinois professor, said, “ I ’ll be 
telling other people that I saw 
here the beginning of black 
scholars, irrespective of their 
field, digging up facts that had 
been hidden asp ects of the 
black-white problem.” 
Carole Ellis, a social studies 
teacher at Miller Creek School 
in Terra Linda, said she had 
persuaded the Dixie School Dis-

to the conference. “ They got to 
see the blacks doing business"

While P ro fesso r 
Gaines was before one micro­ 
phone telling black teachers to 
“ get off your backsides” and 
teach logic, basic m ath and 
basic English to give young­ 
sters “ more ways to express 
t h e m s e l v e s ” 
th a n m e r e ly 
"street language,” two college 
students were urging black par­ 
ents to sacrifice financially to 
set up community schools to 
teach their own youngsters out­ 
side of public schools. 


Walter Turner, University of

B E R K E L E Y (UPI) - A study 
by the University of California 
says the San Francisco Bay 
Area needs a regional govern­ 
ment because present limited- 
purpose agencies are “counter 
productive.”

or 
inadequately handled, said the 
report by Stanley Scott and Ora 
Huth of the university’s Insti­ 
tute of Governmental Studies. 
The report called for an “ um­ 
brella government” that could 
plan and oversee the existing 
agencies. 
The 
new 
agency 
would have authority to appoint 
all or part of the membership 
of the subordinate groups and 
approve or veto any of their 
activities. 
The researchers said if the 
present Association of Bay 
Area Governments is to be re­ 
tained it must be given the 
direct power to require other 
agencies 
to comply with 
its 
regional plans. 
The 
association, 
and other 
regional groups such as the Bay 
Conservation and Development 
Com m ission, are not “ suffi­ 
ciently representative” for re­ 
gional government, the authors 
said.

m em bers. 
It also said that

A FEW CRITICS 
Majority Of Senate Likes Pact 


WASHINGTON ( U P I ) - T h e 
strateg ic arm s treaty which 
President Nixon has negotiated 
with the Soviet Union won 
largely favorable comment in 
the Senate, to which the pact 
will go for ratification. (See 
another story, Page 1). 


There were some exceptions, 
however. 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson. D- 
Wash., was among the more 
critical lawmakers, saying the 
treaty raises questions “that go 
to the heart of the security of 
the United States and the stabil­ 
ity of the strategic arms bal­ 
ance.” 
“ We would all like to see 
stabilizing agreements to curb 
the arms race,” the inactive 
candidate fo r the Democratic 
presidential nomination said. 
“ But far from curbing the arms 
race, the present agreements 


are likely to lead to an acceler­ 
ated technological arms race 
with great uncertainties, pro­ 
found instabilities and consider­ 
able costs.” 
He 
added 
that 
the 
agree­ 
ments 
“do 
not encourage 
a 
reduction in strategic spending 
and 
may well encourage an 
increase.” 
Another presidential hopeful, 
Sen. 
Edmund 
S. 
Muskie, 
D- 
Maine, reflecting Ja c k s o n ’s 
concern over the lack of quali­ 
tative controls, said it was a 
great disappointment that the 
treaty limited only numbers of 
missiles — not improvements 
that can be made on existing 
ones. 
On the whole, however, Mu­ 
skie praised the agreement as 
“ symbolic of the ability of man 
to construct a world which will 
be safe for ourselves and future 
generations.” 


Sen. John C. Stennis, D-Miss., 
chairman of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, said that 
while the limitations “ may not 
be ideal...they are an important 
beginning; and it is time we 
made some kind of a beginning. 
I hope that Congress will be 
able to support such a first step 
toward limitations.” 
Sen. John Sherman Cooper, 
R-Ky., a member of the For­ 
eign Relations Committee who 
has fought with past presidents 
over strategic policy, praised 
the agreement and predicted 
that opponents of the pact 
would be able to put together no 
more than 25 votes in any effort 
to defeat it. Refusal to ra tify 
would require at least 33 nega­ 
tive votes. 
Stennis did not give his out­ 
right endorsemnt but said the 
goal of the treaty was “ worthy 
of our strongest efforts.”

rwo veteran members of the 
Novato Sanitary District board 
find a challenger will be vying 
for two seats in the June 6 
primary election, 


The election comes as the 
district, and other sanitary dis- 
tricts in Marin, face tighter 
restrictions by the Bay Area 
Regional Water Quality Control 
Board and increasing public 
concern about water pollution. 


The candidates are Edwin V 
Grundstrom, 45, an attorney! 
who has been on the board 
since he was appointed in 1961; 
Carlos B. Rivamonte, 52, traffic 
manager, Military Sea Lift 
Command, appointed to the 
board in 1955; and challenger 
Leroy J. Syrop, .36, president of 
Polynitro Inc., manufacturer 
and distributor of industrial 
cleaning compounds, and a 
newcomer to Novato. 


In the past four years, the 
district overcame a “ cease and 
desist’ order by the regional 
board, survived an election to 
combine it with the North Ma­ 
rin County Water District, 
achieved passage of a $5.5 mil­ 
lion bond measure and started 
an improvement of facilities. 


Syrop has raised the issues of 
environmental protection and 
growth in his challenge. 


“ I feel the present board is 
going the wrong way,” he said. 


The board is planning on the 
basis of a population of 354,000 
by the year 2000 and “ I oppose 
this,’’ he said. 


“ On pollution ... I feel the' 
present sewer system is a dis­ 
grace,’ he said. “ It was cited 
by the state more than three 
years ago and still is not in 
compliance. I think three years 
is an unconscionable length of 
time.” 


Grundstrom and Rivamonte 
believe that the district has 
been doing a good job trying to 
meet state requirements, and 
both cited the fact that the 
district has been chosen as 
administrating agency for a 
subregional sewer study as evi­ 
dence of its standing among 
districts in the area. 


Rivamonte said the district 
has been "aggressive and one 
of its •main concerns has been 
pollution.’ 
With improvments 
to treatment plants and con­ 
struction of a new outfall line, 
"we are moving in the right 
direction.’’ he said. 


Grundstrom said the district 
has been planning ahead, and 
attempting to meet the require­ 
ments of the regional board, 
but the requirements are being 
raised higher and higher. 


Under its master plan, the 
state is seeking to ban all dis­ 
charge of waste water into San 
Francisco Bay by 1985. 


Syrop charged that installing 
facilities to accommodate an 
eventual population of 354,000 in 
the area, which extends beyond 
the current city boundaries, re­ 
sults in a “ self-fulfilling prophe­ 
cy.” 


If the facilities are in, it 
encourages development, he 
said. “ I feel somebody has got 
to take steps against these type 
of plans. 


“ I ’m not interested in living 
in a community with half the 
population of San Francisco,” 
he said. “ Some argue it’s not 
the board’s duty to attempt to 
control development, but I feel 
its every citizen’s duty.” 


As a board member, he would 
have the right to exercise pow­ 
er over sewer hookups by op­ 
posing them or setting higher 
hookup rates higher for large 
developments, Syrop said. 


Grundstrom said, “ It’s not 
our business to determine what 
the growth will be.” adding that 
the district must plan facilities 
in terms of the city's general 
plan.

Code Defines 
Motor Vehicles 


The California Vehicle Code 
defines a motor vehicle as “ a 
vehicle which is self-propelled” , 
and a motor-driven cycle as 
“ any motorcycle, including ev­ 
ery motor scooter, with a motor 
which produces less than 15 
gross brake horsepower, and 
every bicycle with motor at­ 
tached.” (Go-carts are also 
classified as motor vehilces.) 
Since the mini bike and the 
other motor-driven cycles de­ 
scribed above are classified by 
law as motor vehilces, they 
must meet all requirements of 
the California Vehicle Code be­ 
fore they may be operated on 
public roads. Persons who wish 
to drive these little vehicles on 
public streets must be sure to 
register them with the Califor­ 
nia Department of Motor Vehi­ 
cles. The driver must possess a 
valid California driver’s li- 


cense, and the vehicle must 
have equipment such as head­ 
lamps, tail and brake lamps, 
horn, mirrors, and brakes on 
both the front and rear wheels 
are required on the vehicle 
prior to its use on public 
streets. 
It is also unlaw-ful to operate 
any motor vehicle on state, 
county, or municipal areas 
without authorization, or in 
school yards, on posted hiking 
or riding trails, or sidewalks. 
The number of mini bikes 
appearing on the roads is in­ 
creasing daily. Because of the 
reduced size of the vehicle and 
the inexprienee of almost all 
the operators, the fatal and 
injury accidents involving mini 
bikes, etc., are on the increase. 
Parents beware; you are liable 
if you let an unlicensed minor 
operate a motor vehicle on pub­ 
lic property. 
Anyone driving a motor vehi­ 
cle w'hich does not meet the 
California Vehicle Code's re­ 


quirements should do so only: 
on private property (with own­ 
er’s written permission); with a 
permit and/or license from the 
Department of Motor Vehicles; 
under mature supervision and 
control when on private proper­ 
ty with property owner’s per­ 
mission; and while wearing 
protective headgear and cloth­ 
ing. 
Finally, what is the proce­ 
dure when a juvenile is cited 
for a mini bike or other motor- 
driven cycle violations? 
If a juvenile receives a traffic 
citation for unlawful operation 
of a motor vehicle, he must 
appear before the judge of the 
juvenile court or a traffic hear­ 
ing officer appointed by the 
judge and must be accompan­ 
ied by his parent or legal 
guardian or person having legal 
custody, if it is found that he 
has, in fact, committed a viola­ 
tion. he may: receive a warn­ 
ing; have his driving privilege 
restricted, suspended, or re­ 
voked; be ordered to pay a 
penalty up to $50 for each 
violation; be ordered to attend 
traffic school; be placed under 
the supervision of the probation 
officer: be ordered to receive a 
combination of these penalties. 


In addition, parents may be 
cited under Section 14607 of the 
California Vehicle Code if they 
knowingly allow' their or any 
unlicensed child to operate a 
motor vehicle on the public 
streets. Penalties could be a 
fine of $.500 or six months in the 
county jail or both. Parents can 
also be held responsible for any 
damage or injury resulting 
from an accident w’hich in­ 
volves the operation of a mini 
bike by the unlicensed minor 
child.

High-Level 
'Rap' On 


Education 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -State 
schools chief Wilson Riles, Lt. 
Gov. Ed Reinecke, legislators 
and many of California's county 
school superintendents conduct­ 
ed an all-day strategy session 
yesterday to plan a mammoth 
program to involve ordinary 
citizens in setting community 
goals for education. 
The concept, fostered by the 
legislature, is to decentralize 
decision-making in education, 
turning over to local communi­ 
ties the responsibilities of deter­ 
mining priorities for education 
that have been carried out at 
the state level. 
“ This is a beautiful way of 
saying to the people what do 
you expect us (school adminis­ 
trators) to do with the schools,” 
Riles told the educators. 
But he warned of pitfalls that 
could be encountered with a 
grandiose plan for community 
participation. 
“ To face people on the local 
level to ask them what they 
want from education is either 
naive or dishonest,” he said. 
Riles said such a rosey ap­ 
proach would build up false 
hopes among citizens that could 
never be met. 
Instead, he said, educators 
and legislators must set up 
“ perameters” within which 
communities could select what 
types of action they deemed 
most important. For example, 
he said, it would be unrealistic 
for a community to choose an 
exotic education program that 
the state could not afford or 
permit under existing laws. 
Reinecke told the educators, 
“ It is pretty clear that of all the 
questions in the minds of the 
public today that basic educa­ 
tion is No. 1.” 
But he said he hoped the 
superintendents would “ not get 
caught up in the political swirl” 
and rather create a “ sterling 
goal" for education and let the 
legislature “ worry about how to 
get there later.” 
Ronald WTard. a San Francis­ 
co superintendent, said that if 
politics were ignored complete­ 
ly that the desires of the com- 
jniunities w’ould be “ diluted and 
abrogated” as they have often 
been in the past. 
. The “ rap session” by educa­ 
tors was considered a big step 
toward implementing the com­ 
munity involvement plan by 
1974. Between now and mid-1973 
education groups around the 
state will conduct scores of 
sessions to iron out details of 
the plan. 


The concept of giving power 
back to the communities was 
first adopted by the legislature 
in 1968.

Reagan's 
Coastline 


Guidelines 


SACRAMENTO OJPD-Gov. 
Ronald Reagan yesterday is­ 
sued a series of guidelines de­ 
signed to be used as a basis for 
his program for managing Cali­ 
fornia’s coastal resources. 


The guidelines were con­ 
tained in a three-year study 
prepared at the request of the 
governor and the Legislature 
by the State Department of 
Navigation and Ocean Develop­ 
ment. 


"In the past 30 years Califor­ 
nia's population has tripled to 
20 million, and most of this 
growth has been concentrated 
along our coastline.” Reagan 
said. "This concentration in a 
relatively limited area has 
caused a number of problems 
that have serious implications 
for the present and future.” 


The plan recommends that 
state policies be adopted to 
provide for the “ orderly, effi­ 
cient and balanced develop­ 
ment use” of marine and coast­ 
al resources. 


It said California’s coastal 
area is suffering from a deteri­ 
orating environment, inade­ 
quate recreation facilities, 
poorly regulated development 
and loss of ‘‘unique open space 
land.” 
Among the guidelines were 
those urging that: 
A coastal resources board be 
established to coordinate coast­ 
al management efforts by state, 
federal and local governments. 
Highly productive wildlife 
habitats or spawning area 
which contained rare or endan­ 
gered species be protected from 
env ironmental degradation. 
Water quality standards be 
adopted to protect aquatic life 
from the effects of waste dis­ 
charges and environmentally 
harmful substances such as 
pesticides. 
The state should obtain and 
preserve selected coastal land 
and water areas as educational 
and scientific reserves. 
All onshore and offshore pe­ 
troleum drilling facilities be op­ 
erated to minimize their impact 
upon the aesthetics and envi­ 
ronment of the coastal area. 
Pipelines serving offshore 
drilling operations and ship 
loading facilities be designed to 
minimize the possibility of 
leaks and ruptures. 
No public or private coastal 
development should “ unreason­ 
ably” deny public access from 
roads to the shoreline.

A Hike In Cost Of 
First Ferry Fleet 


The cost of the Golden Gate 
Bridge District’s initial ferry 
fleet took another leap yester­ 
day with a new estimate that 
each vessel will cost $2,865,000, 
up $295,000 from the estimate 
onJy four months ago. 
The new estimate by the dis­ 
trict's naval architect, Philip F. 
Spaulding of Seattle, contrasted 
with his original estimate of 
$2.1 million in August 1970. The 
total cost of the initial fleet of 
three new ferries thus has gone 
up by $2,295,000, or by an 
amount greater than the origi­ 
nal estimate for each ferry. 


Conviction In 
Burglary Case

Laurence Alexander Lishey, 
30, of Los Angeles, was convict­ 
ed yesterday of a burglary for 
which a partner was sentenced 
to state prison last week.

Famed Ship Is 
Sold For Scrap 


VALLEJO, Cal f. (UPD-The 
Navy says the USS O'Bannon, 
awarded 20 battle stars in 
World War II and the Korean 
conflict, has been sold for 
scrap. 
The O’Bannon, which the Na­ 
vy labeled “ the fightingist 
ship,’ of World War II, has been 
sold to Union Metals Co., ac­ 
cording to Capt. Walter M. Ous- 
ey, in charge of the mothball 
fleet here. 
Her selling price to the East 
Coast scrap firm was $87,212.54, 
he said. 


Spaulding, in a letter to the 
district’s ferry transit manag­ 
er, Stanley M. Kowleski, said 
the new estimate reflected “ the 
recent material increase cost.’’ 
Kowleski noted that the new 
estimate did not reflect new 
shipyard union contracts still 
being negotiated. 
Kowleski has predicted that 
these new contracts will see 
costs 
“ take 
another large 
jump.” Spaulding’s letter was 
released to newsmen, but not 
discussed at the regular meet­ 
ing of district directors. 
Kowleski estimated previous­ 
ly 
that 
shipbuilding 
costs 
throughout the nation are in­ 
creasing up to 1.5 per cent each 
month. 
Bids to construct the three 
165-foot. 25-knot ferries were to 
be opened on June 7, but dis­ 
trict directors postponed the 
opening to June 21 at the re­ 
quest of three shipyards. Gen. 
Mgr. Dale W. Luehring said the 
delay may encourage additional 
bids, give the shipyards more 
time to assemble costs, “ and 
might have a favorable effect 
upon prices.’’ 
Spaulding’s letter said the 
cost per vessel would be $2,590,- 
000 if three were ordered as 
planned, and $2,865,000 if only 
one were ordered initially. 
Kowleski, however, told news­ 
men that the cost per vessel 
probably would be at least at 
the higher figure even if three 
were ordered at one time. 
Kowleski said that the cost of 
the propulsion system was es­ 
calating faster than shipyard 
construction costs. He said the 
unique system, with three wa­ 
ter jets powered by gas tur­ 
bines, will run to one-third of 
each vessel’s total cost.

PARIS — “ R eady-to-w ear 
has become the milk of Paris 
fashion, and everyone’s here to 
have a sip,” said Albert Lem- 
pereur. retired president of the 
French Syndicate of Women's 
Clothing and an early pioneer 
in European mass production. 
Business was certainly boom­ 
ing out at the Porte de Ver­ 
sailles for the recent fall and 
w inter showings, with more 
than 50.000 professionals from 
five continents. Thousands of 
Japanese. Germans, Scandina­ 
vians and Italian s plus 800 
A m ericans 
were 
on 
hand, 
though in the final analysis 
West G erm any rem ains F r­ 
ance’s biggest client, account­ 
ing for more than one-quarter 
of the foreign exports. 
Overall sales during January 
and February this year chalked 
up the unprecedented increase 
of 55 per cent over the same 
period in 1971. Bruno de Ro­ 
selle, secretary general for the 
ready-to-w ear syndicate, be­ 
lieves exports will exceed a 
thousand million francs in 1972, 
compared to 850 million last 
year. 


COUTURE HAS jumped fight 
on the express train, and for 
the first time the Chambre 
Syndicale organized the calen­ 
dar for the individual couture 
ready-to-w ear presentations. 
Leaders, such as Lanvin, Lar­ 
oche, Balmain and Courreges 
showed at the Porte de Ver­ 
sailles in a bid to attract more 
buyers —final proof that super- 
high fashion no longer is an 
impregnable fortress to be pen­ 
etrated only by the fabled 4.000 
international private clients. 
Pierre Cardin and Nina Ricci 
presented couture and ready-to- 
wear simultaneously, and the 
most critical eye could hardly 
tell the difference. Cardin an­ 
nounced that he is putting his 
long-standing idea of presenting 
just one m ajor collection each 
year into practice, though it 
seems doubtful that anyone as 
talented as Cardin can stay 
completely out of the limelight 
for 11 months at a stretch. 
Yves Saint Laurent also is in 
top form, basking in the glow of 
tremendous profits from the 
Rive Gauche collections, and 
along with JAP and Sonia Ry­ 
kiel, has really put the seater 
girl back on the map. Yves has 
effaced all traces of the 1940 
syndrome and played up hisnew 
approach to the classic by scis­ 
soring off his own shoulder- 
length locks, discarding his pol­ 
ka-dot bow tie, and rhinestone 
star pins. 
Even the low-priced ready-to- 
wear houses showing at the 
Porte de Versailles interpret 
the new directions in their own 
individual m anner, often as 
personalized as the couture sig­ 
natures.

This game, an ancient wedding 
sport known among the Scots as 
“ running for the bride-door,” 
saw the two champions run­ 
ning, or riding horseback on a 
daredevil race over dangerous 
roads to the bride’s house! 


There the winner would seize 
a 
ribboned bottle of whisky 
provided by the bride’s father 
for the contest. The contestants 
would 
then 
re tu rn 
to 
the 
groom ’s group to drink to the 
bride’s health in what usually 
turned out to be a long session 
of “ passing the bottle.”

SUMMER ISN’T even here, 
and I ’m getting letters from 
you about the disasters of work­ 
ing with cotton knits. I have 
warned you several times about 
pre-shrinking cotton knits, but I 
guess I must do so once more. 
Cotton knits shrink an incredi­ 
ble amount. It’s better to be 
safe than sorry. .Always consi­ 
der this factor w'hen purchasing 
the fabric. Add about one fourth 
of a yard extra, possibly more 
if you are making a cotton knit 
suit. 
A helpful hint for pre-shrink­ 
ing is to machine baste or hand 
baste the selvage edges togeth­ 
er before washing. The piece of 
fabric will retain its shape, and 
you'll save time in trying to 
keep the selvages nice and even 
after washing and drying. Wet 
the fabric in the sam e tem pera­ 
ture of water you will use later. 
Also put through the dryer in 
the same manner. 
A few extra minutes of your 
time to prevent disaster will 
make the cotton knits you make 
yourself superior to the ones 
you 
buy, 
w hich in v ariab ly 
shrink out of shape after a few 
washings.

Weddings And 
Glass-Smashing 


A practice that is today re­ 
served for male reunions — 
that of smashing glasses follow­ 
ing a toast — has had its part to 
play in weddings as well. 
An early 19th Century Rus­ 
sian account tells of a typical 
ce rem o n y w here the priest 
drinks to the couple’s health 
from a gilt cup or glass. Fol­ 
lowing three sips from the cup, 
the bridegroom throws the ves­ 
sel on the ground and treads 
upon the broken pieces, chant­ 
ing, “ Let them be so trampled 
who maliciously endeavor to 
create ill-will between us.” 
The breaking of the glass has 
carried other symbolic meaning 
in w eddings. E arly H ebrew 
m arriages, for example, saw 
the rabbi holding a glass of 
wine in his hand before the 
nuptial couple, and, pretending 
to deliver the vessel to the 
bride, lets it drop and break. 
This was to symbolize the frail­ 
ty of m an's nature, and that the 
newlyweds should expect disas­ 
ters and sadness am id happi­ 
ness and enjoyment. This ges­ 
ture is still included in Jewish 
weddings.

I do not believe their 
purpose is to alienate and/or 
put down the male population. 
Black women should have ev­ 
ery right and opportunity to 
develop themselves as individu­ 
als to their greatest possible 
potential. 
Many black women are heads 
of households and should be 


for Service and the Big Sisters 
of the 
Black Butterflies (an 
organization for young girls 
similar to the Bluebirds and 
Brownies). 


THERE IS much controversy 
within the ranks of black wom­ 
en about the relevancy of wom­ 
en’s liberation to black women. 
Many black women feel that all 
their energies should be direct­ 
ed toward the liberation of all 
black people, male and female. 
Some black women feel that 
participation in women’s libera­ 
tion w-ould facilitate the M an’s 
“ divide and conquer” (between 
black men and black women) 
tactic that has been directed 
against the black society. They 
feel that black women must not 
p a rtic ip a te in any ideology 
which might create and nurture 
a schism between black men 
and black women. 
Other black women have indi­ 
cated that an alliance with the 
w o m e n ’s l i b e r a t i o n fo rc e s 
would make us allies with wom­ 
en interested in “ ripping off” 
our black m ale population. 
“ Why should we help the ene­ 
m y 0” these anti-women’s lib­ 
bers ask. 


tive. 
Discussions by blacks con­ 
cerning women’s liberation and 
competition between men and 
women invariably bring up a 
tired cliche. “ The black woman 
must stand behind her m an .” I 
d isa g re e. The black w om an 
should stand with her man. I 
cannot accept the premise that 
the 
black man can only be 
something at the expense of (or 
in comparison to) his w'oman 
being nothing. 
As for the alleged hostility 
and jealo u sy betw een b lack 
women and white women who 
prefer black men, women’s lib­ 
eration 
will neither alleviate 
nor aggravate the situation. To 
put it in the vernacular, “ white 
chicks ain’t our problem .” The 
fact of the m atter is, the black 
woman will find she is more 
attractive to her man when she 
has developed herself as an 
individual, when she has had 
access to the discovery of the 
many miracles and the magic 
that reside within (and without) 
herself. It’s a m atter of individ­ 
ual liberation. 
May the sisterhood touch all 
our souls.

The action argues that the 
state business and professions 
code requires a tentative map 
to conform to a general plan, 
but none exists that covers the 
area. 


According to the suit, the 
supervisors repealed the West 
Marin General Plan Aug. 10, 
then on Sept. 7 passed an ordi­ 
nance allowing development by 
use permit only on projects 
compatible with the prelimi­ 
nary Marin countywide plan. 


That plan places the disputed 
area in a "coastal recreation 
corridor,” according to the 
plaintiffs. 
Furthermore, the public re­ 
sources code requires an envi­ 
ronmental element to the gen­ 
eral plan and an environmental 
impact study of the proposal. 
Neither has been done, the con­ 
servationists argued. 
They are asking the court to 
forbid issuance of a use permit, 
order an impact report and 
declare that no final subdivision 
map can be approved until a 
general plan is adopted. 
A community of 51 small 
“ ranchettes” is planned for the 
Martinelli property.

Ed­ 
ward Goodman and Richard 
Harris is to fill most of a 
triangular eight-acre marsh in 
Mill Valley west of Highway 101 
and south of the Goodman Lum­ 
ber Co. The marsh has no bav 
frontage, but is subject to tidal 
action through a culvert under 
Sycamore Avenue. 


The applicants plan a parking 
lot on about one acre, with uses 
for the rest of the fill undeter 
mined. 


The applicants, however, dis 
puted the commission’s juris­ 
diction saying the marsh was 
exempt because filling there 
began before BCDC was creat­ 
ed in 1965. 


Also on the agenda is a plan 
by Richard A. Maloti to build 
three apartment buildings con­ 
taining 32 units within the 100- 
foot shoreline band at McKen­ 
zie and Main streets in San 
Quentin Village. No fill is pro­ 
posed.

Restless Legs Syndrome Has 
Been Unsolved For 300 Years 


The restless legs syndrome was described 
back in 1685 by Thomas Willis. He wrote that 
when some people go to bed, their arms and 
legs start leaping and contracting with so 
much restlessness and tossing, that the victim 
is unable to sleep and their bed is a “place of 
the greatest torture.” Many people still are 
bothered by the condition and in the .past 300 
years little progress has been made in finding 
the cause or a treatment. 


THE RESTLESSNESS (leg jitters) usually 
begins after going to bed, but --------- 
occasionally occurs when sit­ 
ting in a chair. Many of the 
victims develop an intolerable 
creeping, internal itching sen­ 
sation in both calves and lower 
legs. The sensation is so un­ 
pleasant that the individual is 
compelled to keep moving his 
limbs, mainly because move­ 
ment brings temporary relief. 
The phenomenon has been 
described in various ways. “ As 
soon as I lie down a knotted 
feeling begins in my calf mus­ 
cles” or “ a pull in the back of 
the leg,” “ a creepy feeling,” 
“ bag of worms,” and “ legs 
keep jerking.” One sufferer 
said “ it feels sore, like dead, 
like prickling, like crawling.” 
Wre have no specific remedy, 
although in some victims, di­ 
azepam (Valium) has proved 
beneficial. Aspirin also helps. 
Temporary relief also has been 
obtained from walking, bathing 
the feet in cold water, walking 
on cold tiles, rubbing, or mas­ 
saging. One man puts his feet 
into his refrigerator. Sedatives, 
anticonvulsants, and drugs that 
improve the circulation have 
also been used.

Satellite 
Will Work 
For Farmers 


WASHINGTON (UPD - Gov­ 
ernment scientists will soon put 
an unmanned satellite to work 
for farmers, the Agriculture 
Department said today. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration plans to 
launch the first experimental 
Earth Resources Technology 
Satellite ‘ERTS from Vanden- 
berg Air Force Base. Calif., in 
July. Its scientific program will 
include experiments requested 
by the Agricultural Research 
Service—tests intended to de­ 
velop better technology in man­ 
aging plant, soil, and water 
resources. 
ERTS will orbit about 550 
miles above Earth, carrying 
remote sensing equipment that 
will record invisible and visible 
light waves reflected from ob­ 
jects on Earth. 
Department spokesmen said 
the information provided by the 
satellite could help identify 
crops, estimate crop yields, de­ 
tect insect, disease, and weed 
infestations, observe soil nu­ 
trient and moisture conditions, 
and monitor pollution patterns. 
The satellite will spin around 
the world for a year or more, 
sending black and white photo­ 
graphs to ground-based com­ 
puters. It will retrace its path 
every 18 days monitoring crops 
ali through the growing season, 
and doing it more quickly than

Perhaps the chief issue in the 
campaign is the question of 
w h eth er the 
w ate r d istrict 
board should prevent further 
development in Marin by limit­ 
ing the county’s water supply to 
present levels and not seeking 
additional sources of water. 
Mrs. McPhail is the only can­ 
didate who believes the district 
board should take any action it 
can — including a ban on addi­ 
tional water hookups — to curb 
development. 
MacPhail and the younger 
Anderson say emphatically that 
the water board has no legal 
authority to concern itself with 
population or development con­ 
trol, believing those functions 
rest with such agencies as the 
county p lanning d e p a rtm e n t 
and commission and cities in 
Marin. 
"The trouble is that before 
you answer the question, ‘How 
m uch 
w ate r 
should 
M arin 
h a v e ? ' you m ust first ask. 
What kind of county should 
Marin B e?’ ” Anderson said. 
“ And that is not a question the 
water district is adm inistrative­ 
ly, legally, financially or politi­ 
cally equipped to answ er.” 
Both Anderson and Stafford 
are convinced the board should 
not present bond issues for in­ 
cre ase d 
w ate r supply 
that 
would provide for more growth 


holding new water hookups. 
“ My preference is that con­ 
trol of population questions re­ 
main where it belongs: with the 
county’s and cities’ professional 
people,” he said. “ I ’d like to 
see 
the role of the district 
change to a neutral body; away 
from its current role of encour­ 
aging development.” 
“ MacPhail, 40, lives with his 
wife, Carolyn, and their two 
children at 16 Manderly Road 
in San Rafael. He is a lifelong 
resident of Marin County and 
graduated from University of 
California at Berkeley. 
He was appointed to the wa­ 
ter board in 1970. 
His opponent, Mrs. McPhail 
is equally adam ant in her op­ 
position to what she considers a 
“ p ro -d e v elo p m en t” policy by 
the current board. 
“ I don't think we should open 
up our doors (in Marin) and let 
anyone who wants to come in. 
simply come in,” she said. “ I 
would vote against any requests 
for new hookups and stop those 
horrible developments.” 
She also expressed mistrust 
of the p rese n t board. “ One 
week they’ll tell us w e’re on a 
w ater shortage and the next 
week they'll tell us everything 
is fine. They’re just not truth­ 
ful.” 
Mrs. McPhail is m arried to 
Graham H. McPhail, chairman 
of the board of McPhail’s Inc., 
and lives at 40 Peacock Drive 
in San Rafael. 
She was educated at Univer- 


for the Bechtel Corp. and the 
Clift Hotel in San Francisco. 
Stafford, 28, is employed in 
the em ergency room at Marin 
General Hospital and plans to 
specialize in anesthesiology at 
the U niversity of California 
Medical Center in San Francis­ 
co this fall. He is a member of 
the Sierra Club, vice chairman 
of the Marin Medical Society's 
environmental health commis­ 
sion and 
a 
m em ber of the 
en v iro n m en tal adv iso ry co m ­ 
mittee to Improvement District 
A and the Sausalito Citizens 
Council. 
A native of Atlanta, Ga., he 
has lived in Marin two years. 
Last year he played a part in 
the successful campaign to de­ 
feat the Water district’s Sono- 
ma-Marin Aqueduct project. 
Stafford said he would prefer 
no new construction permitted 
in Marin. “ There is a 15 per 
cent population turnover in Ma­ 
rin annually and houses would 
be available for new residents,” 
he said. He believes the district 
board must work with other 
agencies in planning for the 
county and provide only enough 
water for “ reasonable growth.” 
The candidate criticized the 
w ater district board “for re­ 
peatedly warning that water 
rationing loomed for this sum ­ 
m er because of one dry year 
despite previous sta te m e n ts 
that it would take a three-year 
dry cycle to produce a water 
shortage. 
“ If the claims of a shortage 
are true, the district should 
limit new water connections to 
protect present users,” he said. 
Stafford added that, if elected, 
he would “ insist on a full disclo­ 
sure of what our w ater re­ 
sources actually are .” 
The physician said the dis­ 
trict should begin requiring en­ 
vironmental impact reports be­ 
fore approving water hookups 
or pipeline extensions for new 
developments. He believes the 
district should preserve its w at­ 
ersh e d 
as 
p erm a n e n t open 
sp ace by special legislation, 
hold down district costs, hold 
town m eetings and conduct 
public opinion surveys on future 
plans and term inate its m em ­ 
bership in the controversial Eel 
River council. (He said the dis­ 
trict currently pays $3,600 in 
annual dues to the organiza­ 
tion). 
The 28-year-old Anderson is a 
lifelong resident of Marin Coun­ 
ty and teaches industrial arts 
and social sceience at George 
Washington High School in San 
Francisco. 


He is a member of the Sierra 
Club, a volunteer fireman for 
the Sausalito Fire Department 
and a former coach ir. the 
Southern Marin Police Athletic 
League. 
The candidate said his quali­ 
fications for the board post 
include “ a great fam iliarity” 
with the district's organizations 
and functions. 
During school 
vacations he worked for the 
district as a land surveyor and 
engineering aide. 
He and his wife, Marilyn, a 
nurse, reside at 416 M arin 
Street. 
If elected, Anderson said he 
would work to retain the dis­ 
trict’s extensive land holdings 
a s u n d e v e lo p e d w ild e r n e s s 
areas. “ As one of the largest — 
if not the largest property own­ 
er in Marin — the district has a 
m ost 
valuable asset which 
should be preserved for future 
generations,” he said. 
Saying present consumers of 
water must be assured of an 
adequate supply of pure water, 
Anderson favored a proposed 
intertie with the North Marin 
County Water District which 
would bring approximately 4,- 
000 acre feet of water a year 
into the Marin Municipal dis­ 
trict. 
“ We are 
now 
using more 
water than we can safely afford 
to use and must have at least a 
small supplemental supply of 
w ater.” he said, adding that he 
voted against the Sonoma-Ma- 
rin aqueduct because it was 
“ too large.” 
* He would 
like to see the 
district undertake water recla­ 
mation as soon as such reuse is 
practical 
from 
public 
health 
standards. 
“ Reclamation will 
have an impact on the size of 
any future w ater supply the 
district will need and that is 
why it is difficult to determine 
what will be needed in the way 
of additional supply at this 
tim e,” he said. 
Anderson believes the district 
must continue to improve its 
delivery sy stem , design and 
landscape 
tanks, 
pumps and 
pipelines so they are least dam ­ 
aging to the environment and 
continue to solicit public opin­ 
ion on any m ajor plans for 
expansion or changes in district 
operation. 
If he becomes a m em ber of 
the water board, the candidate 
would try to change the board's 
afternoon meetings to evening 
sessions “ so more people could 
attend and speak their minds 
on issues that concern them ” 
Hall, 66. the third candidate 
for the Division Five seat, is in 
Europe, unavailable for com­ 
ment.

Olympic

LAUSANNE, S w itzerlan d 
(UPI)—Organizers of the 1976 
Winter Olympic Games in Den­ 
ver, Colo, asked Saturday that 
the four-man bobsled event lie 
dropped from the program be­ 
cause of the lack of a suitable 
track. 


The request was made in a 
279-page report to the Execu­ 
tive Board of the International 
Olympic Committee, which be­ 
gan a five-day meeting at its 
headquarters Saturday. 


The report, from the Denver 
organizing Committee, said the 
w o rld 's firs t re frig e ra te d 
course will be built for the two- 
man and luge events at a cost 
of $4 million. 


It said it would cost another 
$4 million to build a four-man 
course and therefore suggested 
that Olympic rules be changed 
to drop that event. 


Carl N. De Temple, head of 
the Denver com m ittee, told 
newsmen after handing in the 
report to the IOC that only the 
full IOC Assembly in Munich 
this summer could change the 
rules in this way. 


"But I hope that the Execu­ 
tive Board will adopt a favora­ 
ble attitude towards our sugges­ 
tion and in that way influence 
the sum m er A ssem bly,” he 
said. 


The International Bobsled 
Federation is opposed to drop­ 
ping the four-man race, the 
most exciting of bobsled events.

A young nun who believes 
that other young persons “ want 
something that’s not going to 
fall to pieces tomorrow” is 
going about trying to interest 
' women in her order in the same 
purposeful manner she does her 
other chores. 
Sister Seraphina, a round- 
faced clear-eyed young woman, 
said today’s youth ‘‘can spot a 
phony a mile away” but she 
thinks the students she speaks 
to recognize that "this is my 
life.’’ 
Her life is the Nazareth 
House, a home for the elderly 
run by the Catholic order, the 
Sisters of Nazareth, on Nova 
Albion Way in San Rafael. 
“ We have more than 150 peo­ 
ple on our waiting list," Sister 
Seraphina said. “ We can’t take 
any more until we have more 
sisters." 
To this end, the young nun, 
who is head cook and dietician 
at the house has added "voca­ 
tions" to her other duties. In 
addition to speaking as often as 
she can at schools, parochial 
and she hopes soon, public, 
Sister Seraphina has helped 
with the planning of a "Spiritu­ 
al Sunday Social" at Nazareth 
House. 
Aimed at giving young wom­ 
en a chance to learn of the 
work of the sisters and also 
what a religious life is like, the 
sisters have scheduled a special 
day’s program for June 4. 
The day will open with Mass 
at 11:30 a.m., followed by a 
luncheon and tours of the 
house. Benediction at 4:30 p.m. 
will close the day. 
"Everyone that comes here 
feels the sisters’ spirit," Sister 
Seraphina said, noting that 
most visitors speak of a con­ 
trast 
between the average 
home for the elderly and Nazer- 
eth House. 
As soon as a visitor walks 
through the heavy carved wood­ 
en doors, he senses the calm 
and quiet of the house — a 
beautiful little church is at the 
heart of the buildings and at­ 
tractive rooms open out onto 


gardens overflowing with roses, 
geraniums and other colorful 
flowers, shrubs and lawns. 


There is more than quiet to 
Nazareth House, though, ac­ 
cording to Sister Seraphina. 
The more than 100 “ guests," as 
she called them provide “ the 
fun of our house” in her words. 


“ Everyone is different," she 
said, “ and we get a lot of fun 
from them.” 


The efficient Sister Seraphina 
pauses on a tour of the house to 
assure an old woman that she 
is, indeed, at the doorway of 
her own room and to tease an 
old man about his Irishness. 
Her kitchen, equipped with 
gleaming modern equipment, is 
obviously her pride and joy. 
There she directs Spanish­ 
speaking helpers — employees 
she found through a friend on 
the Economic Opportunity 
Council. 
The tour next goes to the 
church, where Sister Serapina 
tells about the choir of the 
residents she directs. 
"They do very well, too: we 
sing Mass twice a week and 
sometimes even High Mass," 
she said. 
Unfortunately, however, she 
said in a cheerful voice. “ My 
organist died last week and I 
need a new one." 
Life and death seem to be 
taken with equal acceptance by 
the sisters at Nazareth House. 
“ They (the residents) don’t 
want to be moved," Sister Sera­ 
phina said. "They want to die 
here," so residents are taken to 
hospitals only in case of dire 
emergency, she said. Other­ 
wise. ill persons are cared for 
in the house’s infirmary by the 
three nuns who are nurses. 
For the healthy residents (by 
far the larger number), there 
are games, arts and crafts and 
often outside entertainments. 
Helping with these activities 
are a woman's auxiliary anti a 
group of teen-age girls, called 
the Nazarettes, who push peo­ 
ple in wheelchairs, help serve 
meals and in general, "do

a home for senior citizens. The young nun 
serves as chief cook and dietician, planning, 
shopping and helping prepare meals for 
about 140 people each day. 


things we don’t have time for." 
Sister Seraphina said. 


Nazareth House seems pretty 
idyllic now. but the sisters have 
more plans. "We want to build 
an auditorium" for big parties, 
general gatherings and arts and 
crafts activities. The building 
would also house a beauty shop, 
a big attraction for the women 
at Nazareth House, who now 
patronize one housed in a room 
intended lor an employee. 


“ We re building it one brick 
at a time," Sister Seraphina 
said.

About 60 persons and a nine- 
member panel discussed com­ 
munity problems at a meeting 
called by the Santa Venetia 
improvement 
Association 
Thursday. 
Gail L. Guillory, an associa­ 
tion member, said general dis­ 
cussion included such areas as 
burglary, illegal number of res­ 
idents in a single-home dwell­ 
ing. reckless driving, police law 
violations, the teen center, drug 
and alcohol abuse, the sanitary 
district, and flood control out­ 
lets. 
A movie on burglary preven­ 
tion was shown. Bella H. Aaron, 
project director for Marin 
County police-community rela­ 
tions who coordinated the pro­ 
gram outlined a homeowner 
burglary prevention program 
under which household items 


can be marked with a stenciling 
device. 


Mrs. Guillory said law en­ 
forcement officials participat­ 
ing in the discussion noted that 
problems raised by the resi­ 
dents are widespread and not 
confined to the Santa Venetia 
area. 


She said many people partici­ 
pating in the discussion be­ 
lieved there had been an im­ 
provement in the Santa Venetia 
area.

NOVATO WESTERN FAIR 


Parade Loses Grand Marshall

Organizers of the Novato 
Western Country Fair, lacking 
a grand marshall because of a 
mixup at San Francisco Inter­ 
national Airport last night, 
planned to go ahead with a 
scheduled parade anyway to­ 
day. 
“ It’s too bad. really,” said 
fair chairman Jack A. Whit­ 
comb. “ We've got an empty 
saddle and a vacant horse.” 
Television actor Guy Stock- 
well had planned to be the 
parade's grand marshall, and 
actually got as far as the air­ 
port in San Francisco before 
things went wrong. 
Whitcomb said he wasn’t sure 
exactly how the mistake oc­ 
curred, but apparently Stock- 
well had gone to the SFO Heli­ 
copter terminal expecting to be 
flown to Novato. He was to 
have been picked up by Marin 
Aviation at another airport lo­ 
cation, then taken to Gnoss 
Field. 
Whitcomb said a delegation 
went to Gnoss Field last night 
and waited, but Stockwell didn’t 
showr up. When they began 
phoning to check later that 
night, they discovered that 
Stockwell had waited at the 
helicopter terminal for a while, 
then returned to Los Angeles. 
The fair will end its four-day 
run tomorrow with a packed 
schedule of events at the fair­ 
grounds at the east end of 
Rowland Boulevard. 
Up to 3.500 persons thus far 
have attended the annual event, 
which began Thursday night. 
The sounds of the fair were 
muted yesterday under a warm 
sun as young children and par­ 
ents strolled beneath the mod­ 
ernistic towers of the scary 
rides that loom from the 
marshland. 
Rags the Clown was mystify­ 
ing tots seated in a semicircle 
on bides of hay who eagerly 
volunteered to get into the act 
when he asked for assistance. 
“ Chet, you wave the wand, 
and Mary, you hold the glass,” 
he said. Lo and behold a color­ 
ful handkerchief escaped from 
a cloth bag and appeared in the 
glass. The youngsters left the 
stage still wondering what hap- 
pended. 
Down the midway, a man 
called to passers by, “ get your 
souvenirs, hats, get some beau­ 
tiful hats, monkeys, horns,” 
and nearby workers whose 
rides were empty, rested in the 
shade.

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Non-Smokers 
New Pollution 
Need 
Law 


In his report on the health 
hazards of cigarettes, the U.S. 
surgeon general estimated that 
about 70 million A m ericans 
regularly use tobacco. 
Those 70 millions constitute 
just over one-third of our total 
population. 
That means that nearly two- 
thirds of us do NOT use tobacco 
— voluntarily. 
We non-users inhale a consi­ 
derable amount of it involun­ 
tarily — after it is exhaled by 
the one-third who smoke. 
Surely this is the most offen­ 
sive of all pollution which our 
present-day society produces. 


WE NON-SMOKERS do not 
want to trample on the rights 
of others to inhale smoke-laden 
air if they wish; but we do not 
agree that their rights include 
forcing the rest of us to breathe 
smoke-laden air, after they ex­ 
hale it. 
Nowhere is this conflict more 
in evidence than on airplanes. 
No other form of public 
transportation, with the excep­ 
tion of subways at commute 
hour, crowd so many people 
into such restricted space as 
airlines. 
The airlines claim that their 
ventilation systems are effec­ 
tive and adequate to provide 
fresh air for breathing despite 
the over-abundance of cigarette 
smoke. 
However, most of us non- 
smokers would subscribe to the 
conviction of a regular Wash­ 
ington, D.C.-New York com­ 
m u ter who w rote recently: 
“ E ngineers ju st h av e n ’t d e­ 
vised a ventilating system 
that’s capable of adequately 
cleansing cabin air fouled by 
cigarette s m o k e /’ 


A COUPLE OF MONTHS ago 
the Christian Science Monitor 
surveyed the airline situation 
and found that 18 international 
air carriers were then offering 
non-sm oking sections aboard 
their aircraft. 
Most recently, some of the 
charter carriers which operate 
around the world from Oakland 
have introduced non-smoking 
sections. 
C haracteristically, the airline 
public relations and publicity 
departm ents are patting th em ­ 
selves on the back for having 
solved the problem . 
However, letters to the Chris­ 
tian Science Monitor editor and 
the personal observations of 
the I-J’s non-smoking editor 
lead to different conclusions. 


clers and said the plane was 
filled to capacity and there was 
no place for smokers to sit 
other than in the nonsmoking 
section.” 
Amen. 


MOST AIRLINES have a pol­ 
icy against cigar and pipe 
smoking at any time aboard 
aircraft. 
However, the Christian Sci­ 
ence Monitor confirmed what 
many of us have observed: that 
the policy is rarely enforced 
unless 
there is a complaint 
from a passenger. 
If the smoker refuses to ex­ 
tinguish his cigar or pipe, the 
a irc ra ft com m ander is sup­ 
posed to have the authority to 
enforce company policies. But 
instances of nonenforcem ent 
are legion. 


AIRPLANES ARE NOT, of 
course, the only place where 
second-hand smoke is stinking- 
ly repulsive. 
The same situation prevails 
in many places of public ac­ 
commodation such as buses, 
waiting rooms, public halls and 
auditoriums, restaurants, and 
even in lines at bank tellers’ 
windows. 
It is not surprising to learn 
that an organization (Action on 
Smoking and Health) has been 
formed specifically to fight for 
the legal rights of non-smokers. 
May its success be unbound­ 
ed! 
An organization called the 
American Association of Doc­ 
tors' Nurses also has begun to 
speak out. 
It seriously proposes federal 
subsidies to non-smokers and 
those who advocate and encour­ 
age others to stop smoking. 
It also would impose certain 
sanctions against hospitals 
which profit from the sale of 
tobacco and/or allow smoking 
on the premises.

'World City' Author 
Urges Funds For U.N. 


Last April, San Anselmo becam e the 
lirst "W orld City’’ in California when the 
city council adopted a statem ent of world 
citizenship responsibility, and called for 
the strengthening of the United Nations 
into a lim ited world governm ent. This 
"m u n d ia liz a t io n " sta te m e n t has been 
adopted by m any religious, civic, ecolo­ 
gy. m unicipal and other organizations 
within these past two years since the 
m undializat ion cam paign began in the 
I .S.A. The latest California com m unity 
to mundialize is none other than Los 
A ngeles.. . 
The House of Representatives rejected 
202-156 a motion to restore U. N. funds 
cut by the appropriations com m ittee. The 
accepted provision said that the U. S. 
share of U. N. operating expenses (for all 
agencies) shall not exceed 25 per cent, in 
contrast to the U.S.* fiscal 1972 share of 
31.5 per cent. This would slash $13.2 
million from the $60.1 million President 
Nixon has requested for the U. N. in 
fiscal 1973, . . 
Any reduction of U.S.A. assessm ent for 
the U. N. budget m ust be negotiated in 
the ( . N. — not cut unilaterally. Other­ 
wise. it would be in violation of the U. N. 
Participation Act. 
I sincerely urge all the readers of this 
new spaper to write im m ediately to our 
senators and dem and that hearings be 
held to restore full funding by the U.S.A. 
to the United N atio n s.. .

MOSCOW — That Richard Nixon has 
been a guest in the private quarters of 
the Kremlin is enough in itself to turn the 
world upside down. It is a great adven­ 
ture, a rem arkable beginning, and no 
m atter w hat the end. nothing can ever be 
quite the sam e again. 


The forthright decision of the President 
to seek agreem ents with the Soviet Union 
and the skill and negotiating sagacity of 
Henry Kissinger, his security adviser, 
brought this about. The m an from Whit­ 
tier, 
Calif., 
and 
the 
brilliant Jewish 
scholar, who at the age of 15 escaped 
with his fam ily from Nazi Germ any, 
m ake an e x tra o rd in a ry com bination. 
That they should be working together in 
the Kremlin of the czars with the Com­ 
m unist dictators who abolished czardom 
is one of those fortuitous turns of history 
that no one could have foreseen. 


THIS IS A KIND of sum m itry that, as 
the President has said, is different from 
any that has gone before. It is different 
because of the prolonged, painstaking 
preparation that laid the groundwork. 


I am optim ist enough to believe that a 
stra te g ic A rm s L im itatio n a g re e m e n t 
will be signed here (it is not yet as I w rite 
this). The logic of the weapons annihila­ 
tion is inevitable. Since they cannot be 
used without bringing an end to hum ani­ 
ty. the tim e has come to put a period to 
the swelling volume of overkill that today 
m eans roughly the equivalent of 200 tons 
of TNT for every hum an being on earth. 


Among the fabulous sights in the great 
walled enclosure of the Kremlin is the 
largest cannon ever built. Cast in the 16th 
Century, it weighs m ore than 100 tons. 
The cannonballs weigh one ton each. The 
cannon was never fired because it was 
fea re d th a t the n e c e ssa ry explosive 
charge would shatter the weapon itself. 


There is symbolic m eaning in this 
great bronze object that stands in front of 
the Cathedral ol the Assumption in the 
Krem lin enclosure. It is a dinosaur of a 
weapon that like the nuclear m issile 


could not be used without destroying its 
creator. 
The strategic arm s agreem ent, far and 
away the m ost im portant potential in this 
meeting, did not come out of the blue. 
The lim ited test-ban treaty put an end to 
nuclear testing in the atm osphere that in 
the early years sowed the upper air with 
deadly fallout. The nonproliferation trea­ 
ty undertook to prevent the spread of 
nuclear weaponry beyond the five nations 
— the two giants, France, B ritain and 
China — that now have it. These were 
small but encouraging steps on the route 
that brought the president to Moscow. 


ALTHOUGH COOPERATION in space 
— an agreem ent on joint term s for space 
docking — is nothing like as im portant as 
strategic arm s, it is in a sense allied to 
it. With a language of their own, scien­ 
tists can transcend the barriers inhibiting 
the diplom ats. Given a green light in a 
form al agreem ent, Am erican and Rus­ 
sian scientists can cooperate in ways to 
bring the two sides closer together. And 
it can m ean savings for both in the 
enormous cost of space exploration. 
As the President said just before de­ 
parting, 
this 
was not to be m erely 
cosmetics as sum m its in the past have 
been. It was to be an attem pt to tie down 
certain practical realities on which a 
firm future can be built. One of the 
w isest observers over m any years of this 
curious closed society puts it this w ay: 
“The R ussians are thinking not of next 
year or of a next election — they don’t 
have to think about that, but of 25 years 
from now and where they will be then 
and where the United States will be. 
P erhaps I should say 50 years. And it 
m ay well be that that long-range view is 
the most im portant difference between 
the two societies 
” 
The waiting gam e has been difficult for 
A m erica to follow. There is always anoth­ 
er election around the corner. But this 
joining ot the two, this joint diplom atic 
docking, should carry into the future 
beyond the vagaries of election 
paigns.

God knows it’s a drop in 
the 
bucket com pared 
to what we’re 
spending now. But I do object to giving 
the President of the United States and his 
ad\ i.sers a chance to take off into the sky 
at the first sign of a nuclear attack .” 


'But. 
1 protested, “ it seem s reasona­ 
ble to me that the President should be 
able to conduct World War III from the 
air " 


Listen, one of the most im portant 
safeguards we have now is that the 
leaders of the nuclear powers know if we 
go. they go, too. If they have any chance 
of thinking they could be spared, they 
might make some very stupid decisions.” 


FLAXMEYER, ’ I said, "do you think 
the President of the United States would 
be influenced in his decisions by whether 
he survives a nuclear holocaust or not?” 
“ Maybe not consciously,” he said, "but 
subconsciously he m ay figure he has 
nothing to Jose. Look, I'm not talking ju st 


about the President of the United States. 
II we build three 747s as com mand posts, 
the Russians will equip three com m and 
Iliyushins for their leaders. I say it’s 
absolutely essential that the men who 
m ake the decisions to destroy the world 
know they have no chance of surviving 
the mischief they have cooked up.” 
‘ What do you suggest?" I asked. 
The SALT agreem ent m ust have a 
clause w ritten into it that neither side 
may build any airplanes that ean be used 
as com mand posts for its leaders and top 
officials. Also, if the balloon goes up, the 
men who advised the leaders m ust be 
forbidden to leave Washington and Mos­ 
cow In fact, the language in the treaty 
must say that if w ar is declared, all U.S.

LONDON — It has become a cliche to 
say that the world is moving into a new 
era. but I for one had to do a refresher 
run through W estern NATO Europe to 
realize fully just how much this is true 
and some of the things involved. 


For exam ple, we have all recognized 
for som e tim e that this has already 
become a three-cornered instead of a 
two-sided world. And some have talked 
about the possible em ergence of a fourth 
power center in W estern Europe — if and 
when the W estern Europeans can organ­ 
ize a political fram ew ork for themselves, 
in addition to the economic one which is 
coming into being right now. 


But what needs to be realized particu­ 
larly in North A m erica is that suddenly 
the sense of a new Europe coming into 
being is 
the first interest and

preoccupation of the West Europeans. 


THE PROCESS has been long in get­ 
ting under way. Now it is coming with a 
rush. The overwhelm ing m ajority for the 
Common M arket in the Irish referendum 
is a sym ptom . Irelan d ’s leaders hoped to 
get a m ajority. They never dream ed it 
would be a m assive m andate to get 
Ireland into Europe as fast as possible. 
Why was the Irish governm ent taken 
by surprise? Because it was not until this 
year that the economic m erging of W est­ 
ern 
Europe cam e to be widely and 
generally accepted in W estern Europe as 
being the shape of things to come. 
It is only in this year of 1972 that 
British opinion has finally come around 
to favoring entry into Europe. And it is 
only in this y ear of 1972 that the French

are really ready to welcome the British 
in and the G erm ans are ready to take the 
necessary step to become real Europe­ 
ans. They had to give up their dream of a 
restored B ism arckian Reich before the 
others could accept them as being truly 
com mitted to Europe. By ratifying their 
treaties with Russia and Poland they are 
doing, in effect, w hat the French did in 
giving up Algeria, and the B ritish in 
liquidating an im pire. 


The m em ories of old em pires w ere 
b arriers to a new P7urope. .All those 
backw ard glances had to go before the 
new could em erge. 


But now they have gone. Who in 
W estern Europe anym ore dream s of re ­ 
viving any of the old em pires? They are 
in the attic. And so now one can talk 
m ost seriously about the new Europe. 


IT IS HERE. It is real. It is palpable. 
The preoccupation in W estern Europe is 
now with the details of putting it togeth­ 
er. I m yself cam e over here to attend a 
gathering of NATO groups to discuss the 
future of the trans-A tlantic relationship. . 


We never got to that subject. Through 
three days of brisk exchanges of ideas 110 
one ever seriously exam ined w hat would 
be the new relationship between the new 
Europe and the United States — because 
all were too interested in the em erging 
new shape of Europe. The only feature of 
the trans-A tlantic relationship which con­ 
tinues 
to 
be 
much discussed is the 
question of A m erican troops in Europe. 


1 he new Europe still shelters under the 
Am erican nuclear um brella 
and 
still 
w ants Am erican troops in Europe as an 
insurance policy against any return of 
im perial atavism on R ussia’s part. But 
other than the Am erican troops and the 
A m erican nuclear um brella, the old rela­ 
tionship belongs to the past. 


Obviously a lot of serious thought 
should be given to the new trans-A tlantic 
relationship. 
It 
is going to be very 
different from the old. It will som etim es 
be troubled. But the truly im portant fact 
of today’s Europe is that it is coming into 
being so fast 
that most people have 
hardly yet 
come 
to 
realize what is 
happening. 


Historians will, I think, m ark 1972 as 
the year when the W estern Europeans 
finally got down to the business of joining 
each other in a new beginning.

> THE PROPOSAL 
1 
Under this act, the state would issue 
$250 million in general obligation bonds 
to assist qualified California veterans in 
financing the purchase or im provem ent 
of homes or farm s. 
THE QUESTION 
Shuuld the State of California continue 
to help its veterans with low-interest 
loans for the purchase or im provem ent of 
homes or farm s? 
ARGUMENTS FOR 
1. This program to help veterans is 
com pletely 
self-supporting. 
Taxpayers 
have never been asked to pay interest or 
principal on these bonds. 
2. It is essential to provide the sam e 
benefits to the Vietnam veterans as has 
been provided for veterans of earlier 
conflicts. 
3. A program enabling veterans to buy 
homes and farm s is a m ore perm anent 
assistance than cash bonuses such as 
other states give. 
4. Interest rates on these bonds aver­ 
age 3.72 per cent. The interest which the 
veteran 
pays on 
his 
loan would 
be 
adjusted higher if the interest which the 
state had to pay on the bonds plus the 
operating costs of the program increased 
and were not covered by the loan inter­ 
est. 
5. All veterans are entitled to a federal­ 
ly guaranteed V eterans Adm inistration 
loan. 
Most states offer an additional 
bonus —either cash or a loan sim ilar to 
, C alifornia’s.

This program helps the general 
prosperity of the state through expanded 
home building and home ownership. 
ARGUMENTS AGAINST 
1. Although the general taxpayer has 
not been required to contribute directly 
to any costs connected with these bonds,

STATE SCHOOL 
BUILDING AID 
f 
BOND LAW OF 1972 


I THE PROPOSAL 
| 
Proposition 2 authorizes $350 million in 
state school bonds. This money continues 
existing program s and would be used as 
follows: $250 million would go to repair 
or replace unsafe school buildings, with 
priority to those dam aged by earth ­ 
quakes or subject to such dam age. $100 
million would provide funds for loans to 
rapidly growing, low-wealth school dis­ 
tricts that are unable to provide for their 
own needed classroom s and facilities. 
D istricts applying for loans m ust have 
the approval of the voters of the district 
and m eet specified standards of need. 
THE QUESTION 
Is the need for school reconstruction 
and repair and the need for new or 
ex p an d ed classro o m fa c ilitie s g re a t 
enough to justify the issuance of $350 
million in general obligation bonds? 
ARGUMENTS FOR 
f* 
1. Unsafe school buildings m ust be 
restored 
to protect the lives of our 
children. 
2. Many school districts with unsafe 
buildings have neither the funds nor the 
m eans to get funds to replace or repair 
. these buildngs by the required deadline 
of July 1, 1975. 
3. The legislative analyst estim ates 
that 90 per cent of the money borrowed 
for repair of earthquake dam age and 46 
p e r cent of the money borrowed for 
classroom facilities will be repaid. 
4. Building costs continue to increase. 
Delay in replacing unsafe school build­ 
ings will lead to higher costs. 
5. The state can sell its school bonds 
m ore easily and at a low er rate of 
interest than m ost school districts, thus 
reducing the load on the local taxpayer. 
ARGUMENTS AGAINST 
I. The em otional appeal of rebuilding 
earthquake-dam aged schools should not 
be extended to the issuance of more 
bonds for other school purposes. Our high 
bonded indebtedness should not be in­ 
creased. 
The entire state shares in the costs of 
issu in g the 
bonds, and in in te re st 
charges. Also the high interest charges 
on the bonds m akes this an expensive 
way to handle the school construction 
problem . 
3. Many school districts m ay be unable 
to repay the loans as they are now using 
so m uch of their taxing capacity to pay 
for local bonds. 
* 4. The Legislature is already em pow­ 


ered to finance justified projects. It can 
continue to appropriate em ergency funds 
for school repair without long-term fi­ 
nancing at high rates of interest. 
5. There are sufficient safe schools so 
th a t p o o rly -co n stru cted o r d am ag ed 
schools 
couldbe closed. 
Also existing 
schools should be used to the fullest 
extent, including year-round operation. 


PROPOSITION 3 
RIGHT TO ASSISTANCE 
OF COUNSEL 


THE PROPOSAL 
This m easure would am end the Consti­ 
tution to rem ove the right of a defendant 
to act in his own behalf. It authorizes the 
Legislature to require the assistance of 
counsel in felony cases. 
THE QUESTION 
Shall the right of the accused to defend 
him self in court without counsel be re­ 
moved from the Constitution? 
ARGUMENTS FOR 
1. The assistance of counsel provides 
the accused with a more fair trial. 
2. A defendant acting for him self de­ 
lays and disrupts trials either because of 
ignorance or intentionally. These delays 
are costly and add to court congestion. 
3. An im proper w aiver of counsel adds 
to unnecessary, costly and tim e-consum ­ 
ing appeals. 
4. On occasion, persons representing 
them selves have abused and insulted 
judges, w itnesses and juries. 
ARGUMENTS AGAINST 
1. The right to represent oneself is a 
fundam ental right which should not be 
sacrificed. 
2. The am endm ent would force the 
services of lawyers on unwilling clients 
and unnecessarily increase the business 
of attorneys. 
3. An increased burden would be placed 
on the public defender system , raising 
expenses to the taxpayer. 


PROPOSITION 4 
OPEN PRESIDENTIAL 
PRIMARY 


THE PROPOSAL 
This am endm ent would require the 
Legislature to provide for an open presi­ 
dential prim ary election requiring the 
secretary of state to place all publicly 
recognized candidates for President on 
the prim ary ballot. It states that other 
candidates could qualify the petition (as 
already provided by law) and provides 
that a presum ed candidate could have his 
nam e rem oved from the ballot by filing 
an affidavit with the secretary of state 
that he is not a candidate. 
THE QUESTION 
Should the Legislature provide for an 
open presidential prim ary for which the 
secretary of state would place all public­ 
ly recognized candidates for President on 
the prim ary ballot? 
ARGUMENTS FOR 
1. The present system often leaves the 
voter without a direct voice in choosing a 
presidential candidate since the “ favorite 
son’’ device has often been used by 
political parties to prevent a contested 
prim ary. 
2. The nam es of all recognized candi­ 
dates would be placed on the ballot, and 
the result of the election would carry 
great weight at the convention. 
ARGUMENTS AGAINST 
1. 
This 
am endm ent would 
force a 
candidate to enter the California prim ary 
— com pelling him to com m it money and 
tim e better used elsew here and m aking 
him risk his entire candidacy if he is 
defeated. 
2. Under present law, there is nothing 
that prevents a candidate from entering 
the prim ary, but he should be free to 
decide which prim aries he will enter. 


PROPOSITION 5 
APPOINTMENT OF 
REGENTS, 
UNIVERSITY OF 
CALIFORNIA 


THE PROPOSAL 
This m easure would am end the Consti­ 
tution to require a m ajority of the Senate 
to ratify the governor’s appointm ents to 
the board of regents of the University of 
C alifornia.. 
THE QUESTION 
Should the governor’s appointm ents to 
the board of regents of the University of 
California be subject to approval by a 
m ajority of the state Senate? 
ARGUMENTS FOR 
1. A review by m ore than one branch of 
governm ent of such im portant and such 
long-term appointm ents is advisable. 
2. The state Constitution at present 
provides for Senate confirm ation of m any 
boards and com m issions of sim ilar or 
even less im portance. 
3. This am endm ent would in no way 
prevent the governor from choosing an 
appointee; it would only allow the state 
Senate to ratify or reject his choice. 
ARGUMENTS AGAINST 
1. This proposition could inject more 
politics into appointm ent of the regents 
than now exists. 
2. V acancies of the board of regents 
could rem ain unfilled for a long tim e if 
approval of the governor’s nominee be­ 
cam e bogged down in partisan politics in 
the Senate. 
3. U nder the present system , m en and 
women of high caliber have been selected 
to serve the university. 


PROPOSITION 6 
NATURALIZED 
CITIZENS — 
VOTER REGISTRATION 


THE PROPOSAL 
This proposition would am end the Con­ 
stitution to elim inate the provision which 
m akes a naturalized citizen ineligible to 
vote in an election unless he has been a 
citizen at least 90 days before the elec­ 
tion. 
* 
THE QUESTION 
Should the Constitution be am ended to 
elim inate the provision which m akes a 


naturalized citizen ineligible to vote un­ 
less he has been a citizen at least 90 days 
before the election? 
ARGUMENTS FOR 
1. This w aiting period is unnecessary. 
The naturalized citizen has m et residence 
requirem ents and has shown that he has 
knowledge of our history and govern­ 
ment. He is well prepared to take p art in 
elections. 
2. The naturalized citizen will still be 
bound, as all other citizens, to register to 
vote a certain num ber of days before an 
election in order to vote in that election. 
ARGUMENTS AGAINST 
1. There is no need for this change. 
Such a restriction has prevented fraud 
and has worked well. 
2. This is a very m inor change and 
does not justify the expense and tim e of 
subm itting the m atter to the voter. 


PROPOSITION 7 
ASSESSMENT OF 
SINGLE-FAMILY 
PROPERTY 


THE PROPOSAL 
This m easure would am end the Consti­ 
tution to enable the Legislature to prohib­ 
it the evaluation of a single-family, own­ 
er-o ccu p ied p ro p e rty for p u rp o ses of 
property taxation at any value greater 
than that which would reflect the use of 
the property as a site for a single-family 
dwelling. 
This 
would 
m ean that 
the 
assessor could no longer use the “ poten­ 
tial use’’ valuation for a single-family 
property zoned for that use, and occupied 
by the owner. 
THE QUESTION 
Should the Legislature be authorized to 
prohibit the assessor from valuing owner- 
occupied single-family property zoned for 
that use at any value g reater than that 
use? 
ARGUMENTS FOR 
1. This m easure will prevent unfair 
assessm ents which could force people out 
of their homes because the taxes are too 
high. 
2. Even if the num ber of homes which 
are over-assessed now is a sm all num ber, 
all people are protected against over­ 
assessm ents in the future. 
3. This am endm ent is not designed to 
be a substitute for a tax relief m easure 
or a property tax reform program . It is 
desinged to cure an inequity and protect 
homeowners from the assessor. 
4. A shift in taxes v/ould occur only if 
the state did not provide for replacem ent 
revenues in the im plem enting legislation. 
This m easure does not prohibit such 
replacem ent revenues. 
ARGUMENTS AGAINST 
1. This proposal will shift the taxes not 
paid by the few property owners it will 
benefit, to all other property owners. 
2. More than 80 per cent of the owners 
of single-fam ily properties would 
not 
benefit from this m easure since their 
single-fam ily properties are now classi­ 
fied for assessm ent purposes at that use. 
3. This m easure represents a departure 
from the California constitutional stan ­ 
dard that all property shall be assessed 
uniform ly according to the value which 
the property would bring in the open 
m arket if sold. 


PROPOSITION 8 
CHIROPRACTORS 


THE PROPOSAL 
Proposition 8 would require that ap­ 
pointees to the state Board of Chiroprac­ 
tic Exam iners be U.S. citizens, licensed 
to practice chiropractic in California for 
at least five years prior to the appoint­ 
ment, and not to have been recently 
employed at a chiropractic college. The 
executive structure and certain details of 
adm inistration of the state board are 
outlined in the m easure. It provides that 
doctors of chiropractic from other states 
will be licensed in California only if they 
m eet California’s standards. 
THE QUESTION 
Should the Chiropractic Act be am end­ 
ed to add requirem ents relating to licen­ 
sing of doctors of chiropractic, and to 
appointm ent to and structure of the state 
Board of Chiropractic Exam iners? 
ARGUMENTS FOR 
1. Strict regulation over appointm ents 
to the state Board of Chiropractic E xam ­ 
iners will prevent conflicts of interest 
and give greater protection to the public. 
2. The executive structure of this state 
board will conform to the structure of all 
other existing state boards of the healing 
arts. 
3. It is to the public interest to grant 
licenses to doctors of chiropractic from 
other states only if their training comes 
up to California’s standards. 
ARGUMENTS AGAINST 
There 
is no form al opposition. No 
negative argum ents were filed with the 
secretary of state. 


PROPOSITION 9 
ENVIRONMENT 
INITIATIVE 


THE PROPOSAL 
This m easure proposes to am end state 
laws in the various environm ental fields: 
AIR QUALITY: It would put into law 
certain requirem ents relating to the com­ 
position of m otor fuel. These include the 
phasing out of the lead content of gaso­ 
line over four years, and a sharp cut in 
the sulfur content of diesel fuel. 
Several sections of the proposal deal 
with violations of air pollution standards 
set for nonvehicular sources: Businesses 
would be lim ited to four variances within 
a five-year period (unless standby or 
other protective equipm ent is installed) 
and each variance could last no longer 
than three months. W henever air quality 
standards are exceeded, or a first stage 
smog alert is declared, the district air 
pollution control officer m ust order the 
shutdown of facilities operating within 
the district under a variance. Violators of 
these shutdown provisions will be subject 
to a fine based on their gross annual 
income (.4 of one per cent of that income 
paid each day the violation continues). 
When the air pollution control officer is 


satisfied with the program developed to 
prevent recurrences, 75 per cent of the 
fine is rebated to the violator. 
AGRICULTURE: No one could m anu­ 
facture, sell, possess, buy or use any of 
the several specified pesticides, including 
DDT, unless a perm it is issued by the 
director of tho D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture. The director could issue such per­ 
m its only upon authorization by a four- 
fifths vote of both houses of the Legisla­ 
ture. 
N U CLEA R E N E R G Y : T his m e a su re 
would ban, for five years, the construc­ 
tion of nuclear power plants in California. 


OIL AND GAS: The state Lands Com­ 
mission would be prohibited from grant­ 
ing new leases or revewing leases for 
extraction of oil and gas along the coast. 
The com mission could also shut down 
“ ultrahazardous” operations. 


CONFLICT OF INTEREST: This m ea­ 
sure also includes conflict of interest 
provisions covering air and w ater quality 
boards and A griculture D epartm ent offi­ 
cers and staff. F or exam ple: Persons 
serving on the state W ater Resources 
Control Board and regional boards m ust 
not have any financial interst in any 
discharger of w astes into California wa­ 
ters. 


THE QUESTION 
Should state laws be am ended to put 
into effect (a) new pollution controls 
relating to air quality and pesticides; (b) 
a five-year ban on nuclear power plant 
construction; (c) restrictions on oil and 
gas extractions along the coast, and id) 
broadened conflict of interest require­ 
m ents for air, agriculture and w ater 
agencies? 


ARGUMENTS FOR 
1.. Legislators and appointed officials 
have not done enough to protect the 
environm ent, so voters m ust take direct 
action at the ballot box. 
2. This is a flexible law which can be 
changed by the people and strengthened 
the Legislature, but not weakened by it. 
3. It will am end and reinforce existing 
state laws, and put teeth into them by 
asking for perform ance, conform ance, 
and com pliance; this is a responsible 
approach. 


4. A five-year m oratorium on the build­ 
ing of nuclear plants will enable us to 
find ways to lessen the hazards of nucle­ 
a r accidents and re-evaluate our power 
needs; alternate power sources will only 
be developed when the public brings 
pressure on industry. 
□ . Under present law, representatives of 
industry serve on control boards. This is 
a fundam ental conflict of interest; such 
people should be excluded from m em ber­ 
ship in these agencies. 
6. A m ore wholesome environm ent can 
save large sum s of money yearly in 
environm entally caused m edical prob­ 
lem s, consum er costs; and m aterial dam ­ 
age. 
ARGUMENTS AGAINST 
« * * * * * '■ > * 
1. Complex, arb itrary requirem ents, 
such as those relating to fuel com pose 
tion, will be frozen into law which cannot 
be changed to m eet technological ad­ 
v an c es w ithout tim e-co n su m in g co u rt 
challenges or a vote of the people. 
2. Conflict of interest provisions are 
excessively broad and would bar m any 
able, qualified people from service on 
boards. P resent laws provide a balance 
of public m em bers and experts from 
various fields. 
3. The ban on nuclear plants, the 
source of relatively clean energy, would 
force g reater reliance on plants powered 
by fossil fuels which pollute the air. 
4. This proposal fails to deal effectively 
with the m ost critical air pollution prob­ 
lem — the use of the automobile. 
5. Stringent requirem ents for elim inat­ 
ing lead in gasoline and cutting down on 
other contam inants, all of which involve 
changes in refining, will result in sub­ 
stantial increases in consum er costs. 
6. The diesel fuel provision will curtail 
the transportation and related industries, 
resulting in loss of jobs. It will take tim e 
and money to gear refineries to produce 
fuel with lowered sulfur content. 


PROPOSITION 10 
PARTIAL 
CONSTITUTIONAL 
REVISION 


THE PROPOSAL 


tion by am ending, repealing and transfer­ 
ring several m iscellaneous provisions in 
five a rtic le s of th e C onstitution. It 
am ends sections relating to penal institu­ 
tions and w ater rates. It transfers a 
section containing fiscal m atters of cor­ 
porations and a section relating to boards 
of education. Repealed provisions rela­ 
tive to corporations cover m atters which 
appear in statutes or are inherent powers 
of the Legislature. Sections listed in this 
proposal as added sections are m erely 
repealed in one article and added to 
another. This is not new m aterial. For 
exam ple: The section relating to finan­ 
cial m atters of corporations is tran s­ 
ferred from Article XII to Article -XIII 
which deals with fiscal m atters. There is 
no change in the section. The section on 
boards of education is transferred un­ 
changed from Article XXII to Article IX. 
Provisions in A rticle XII regarding 
public utilities rem ain in the Constitution 
unchanged. 
THE QUESTION 
Should the Constitution be revised for 
consistency and clarity? Should obsolete 
provisions be deleted? Should provisions 
which are duplicated elsew here be re ­ 
moved? 
ARGUMENTS FOR 
1. Proposition 10 is basically a house­ 
keeping m easure to elim inate obsolete 
and unnecessary words from the Consti­ 
tution. No new m aterial is added and 
there is no change in law or policy. 
2. This m easure incorporates the rec­ 
om m endations m ade by the California 
Constitution Revision Commission to the 
Legislature and continues the job of 
revision which the voters m andated sev­ 
eral years ago. 
3. M aterial deleted by Proposition 10 
includes most of the corporation m aterial 
which is either unnecessary due to inher­ 
ent legislative power or is duplicated 
elsew here. 
Provisions 
relating to the 
P u b lic U tilitie s C om m ission a re u n ­ 
touched. 
4. Proposition 10 is a com pletely non­ 
partisan m easure. It passed the Legisla­ 
ture with no dissenting votes. 
ARGUMENTS AGAINST

A start will be m ade this sum m er on 
one of the m ain concerns voiced by 
conservatiocists at the Point Reyes N a­ 
tional Seashore hearings — that transit 
both to and within the park be estab­ 
lished in order to lessen the im pact of 
automobiles.

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Hollywood's 
Golden Era 
Is Recalled 


Hubert Voight Knew Stars 
As Studio Publicity Man 


By FRANK FARRARA 


If Hubert L. Voight hadn’t 
been born, Dam on Runyon 
would have created him. 
A brash, dapper, hustling 
movie publicity chief in Holly­ 
wood’s so-called golden years, 
late 
1920s and 
1930s, Voight 
carries with him an aura of 
days past. 
He welcom ed the then-un­ 
known Greta Garbo to the Unit­ 
ed States, had a Broadway play 
written about him, and got into 
a fist fight with Darryl Zanuck. 
His once dark and slicked- 
down hair is now white and 
wavy, his waist a little rounder, 
but his heart still beats to the 
rhythm of press agentry. 


WHERE HE once scurried 
along Broadway hoping for a 
plug in Winchell’s column or 
fed stories to Louella Parsons 
in 
Hollywood, 
Voight 
now 
scoots about Marin promoting 
Boys Clubs. 
A non-stop ta lk e r w ith a 
booming voice, Voight flour­ 
ished in the days when a press 
agent would consider betraying 
his m other or risking his sweet­ 
heart’s life to get national pub­ 
licity for a new star or a new 
movie. 
Voight, now an energetic, en­ 
thusiastic, 70-year-old, believes 
"raising funds for Boys Clubs is 
infinitely more satisfying.” 


SEATED IN the Novato Boys 
Club office the other day, he 
rem inisced with au tographed 
photos of Joan Crawford, Garbo 
and the Our Gang comedy kids 
on the wall. 
A native of La Crosse, Wis., 
Voight worked his way through 
high school and eventually to 
Columbia University in New 
York City where his first pub­ 
licity stunt was a near-disaster. 
"I had the job of publicity 
director for the varisty show 
written by Corey Ford, which 
had Alexander Hamilton and 
Aaron Burr as college rivals,” 
Voight said. 


THEN HE chuckled. “ I res­ 
taged the duel at Weehawken 
Heights with real swords. Then 
1 found out the duel had been 
fought with pistols.” 
Faced with ridicule, he hur­ 
riedly inveigled the m ayor of 
Weehawken to arrive at the 
scene with "two pistols of the 
period, stop the fight and give 
them 
to the duelists” so it 
would be done right. 
T he 
n e w sre e l 
c a m e ra s 
whirred and scenes of the m ay­ 
or correcting the duel were 
given wide coverage, Voight, 
with the instinct ef aiborn press 
agent, had switched disaster to 
triumph. 


A FTER GRADUATION in 
1925, 
I wanted to get into 


motion pictures as a publicist,” 
Voight said. "I dropped in at 
every publicity department in 
New York C ity.” 
He was hired by Metro-Gold- 
wyn-M ayer and was assigned to 
"m eeting boats and trains.” On 
. 
a hot July afternoon in 1925, he 
was sent to meet a noted Euro­ 
pean film d irecto r, Mauritz 
Stiller, who was accompanied 
by a 19-year-old Swedish ac­ 
tress nam ed Greta Garbo. 


"She was unknown and un­ 
w anted,” Voight said. "She was 
excess baggage.” 


THUS, GARBO, destined to 
be one of the most celebrated 
film sta rs in history, was wel­ 
comed only by Voight, a studio 
in te rp re te r and a free-lance 
photographer Voight had hired 
to take a few publicity shots. 


"Nobody gave her a tumble 
in New Y ork,” and Major Ed­ 
ward Bowes, a renowned judge 
of am ateur talent, was unim­ 
pressed, Voight said. "When 
M ajor Bowes saw her, he said 
‘what an awkward peasant girl 
she i s ’,” V oight said. "He 
thought Louis B. Mayer had 
m ade a great m istake.” 


As Voight leafed through a 
book about Garbo to find a 
picture of her first arrival, he 
spoke glowingly about her ap­ 
peal on the screen. 


"SHE WAS beautiful beyond 
belief,” he said. "She was a 
photographic m arvel. She had a 
sp e c ia l c h e m istry or some­ 
thing.” 


A fter a few moments, this 
reporter was ready to leave and 
head 
for the nearest Garbo 
movie; 
only to realize upon 
reflection that she had made 
her last film about 30 years 
ago. 


There was always a question 
of w hether there "really was a 
love affair” between Garbo and 
John G ilbert, her leading man 
in her early hit movies, Voight 
said. " I think the love was on 
his side, unrequited love." 


GILBERT, WHO had a high 
pitched voice, faded with the 
advent of "talk ies,” and Voight 
believed that present-day sound 
equipm ent would have prevent­ 
ed that decline which ended 
tragically with Gilbert dead of 
alcoholism.

year on the job, 
Voight was promoted to nation­ 
al publicity m anager for MGM 
and participated in picking a

names and I picked 10 from big 
boxes of entries,” he said. 


FROM THE 10, the studio 
picked “Jane Arden,” but a 
real Jane Arden threatened a 
suit, “so we changed the name 
to Joan Crawford,” Voight said. 
During his days in New York 
City, Voight spent many even­ 


ings at night court with Lon 
Chaney Sr. known as the man 
of a thousand faces. 
“He went to night court to 
study the faces of the people 
th e r e ,” Voight explained. 
“That’s the way he got ideas 
for faces.” 


IT WAS IN those years that 
Voight pulled off what the New 
Yorker magazine described as 
“as wily a piece of press agen- 
try ” as it had seen “in some 
tim e.” 
A rival firm was showing a 
film , ‘‘G entlem en P re fe r 


Blondes,” and “ I thought 
should gentlemen really prefer 
blondes? Let’s test it,” Voight 
said. 


He hired a Columbia Univer­ 
sity psychology instructor to 
test the emotional reactions of 
blondes and brunettes “and find 
out which had the most violent 
reaction to a love situation.” 


NATURALLY, the experi­ 
ment was conducted at a New 
York Theater with girls from 
the Ziegfeld Follies as subjects 
and torrid love scenes from an 
MGM film “ Love” starring 
Greta Garbo and John Gilbert 
as the emotional stimulant. 


Press, magazines and radio 
had a field day, Voight got 
nationwide publicity for MGM 
and, alm ostas though it were 
planned, a brunette, Patsy 
O ’Day, won the “love m eter” 
(test. 
There were vicious rumors 
later that Miss O’Day was a 


blonde who had dyed her hair, 
Voight said. 


AS THE SILENT movies 
were fading out and talkies 
coming in, Voight moved to 
Burbank to become publicity 
director for Warner Brothers- 
First National Studios, which 
turned out such gangster film 
classics as “Little Caesar” and 
“Public Enemy.” 
“I can’t watch those pictures 
on the late show,” Voight said. 
“They make me feel so old and 
they’re so dated.” 


It was then that Voight hired 
Norman Krasna, a bright young 
man from the New York World 
as a publicist. 


ONE OF THE stunts Voight 
dreamed up at that time was to 
stage the sea disappearance of 
a young actress, “alert the 
papers, and as days go by have 
her discovered on San Miquel 
Island living off goat’s milk 
with her dress torn in the right 


places to make good pictures.” 
Mervyn LeRoy, the director, 
“got cold feet!' and the stunt 
never came off, but Krasna 
wrote a play about it entitled 
“Louder Please” with Herbert 
White, a thinly disguised Hu­ 
bert Voight, as the central 
character. 


It led to what Voight de­ 
scribed as his “comic-opera” 
fight with Darryl Zanuek, then 
chief of production for the stu­ 
dio, in Jack Warner's office. 


ZANUCK, IRATE because 
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THE YEAR was 1926, and young 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
publicist 
Hubert Voight, right, visited on 
the set with the new actress from 
Sweden, Greta Garbo, who was 
making her first American pic­ 
ture, "The Temptress," and her 
director, talented Fred Niblo. It 
was Voight who had been as­ 
signed 
by 
the studio to meet 
Miss Garbo upon her arrival in 
New York City from Europe the 
previous summer.

Zanuck said, “ I’m here now,” 
and punches were thrown, 
Voight said. “ It was over fast, 
and no one was hurt.”

KRASNA'S PLAY ran on 
Broadway for four months, with 
Lee Tracy, a fast-talking, bree­ 


zy actor, in the leading role, but 
Voight didn't see it until it 
played the Pasadena P lay­ 
house. 


“It isn't everybody that has 
had a play written about him.” 
he said. “ It's also out of real 
life.” 


Fired on Saturday. Voight 
was hired on Sunday by Harry 
Cohn to become publicity direc­ 
tor at Columbia Pictures in 
Hollywood, and his first picture 
there was “It Happened One 
Night.” 


THE FILM, starring Clark 
Gable and Claudette Colbert, 
won 
a 
flock 
of 
Academy 
Awards, even though during the 
making “they didn’t figure it to 


be a great picture,” Voight 
said. 
“ I contend that great pictures 
are made sometimes just by 
chance . . . the right combina­ 
tion of players, script and di­ 
rectors.” 
Originally, the male lead was 
planned for Robert Montgom­ 
ery, who was adept at light 
comedy, but “ he was all tied 
up,” and they “tried to get 
practically every star in the 
business before they got Ga­ 
ble,” Voight said.

“ John Barrymore . . . deter- 
ioriation was setting in when he 
made “20th Century,” probably 
the last good picture he made. 
He was fading away from alco­ 
holism . .. very sad. He collect­ 
ed characters like other people 
collect old hats.” 
“ Peter Lorre . . . one of the 
sweetest little guys, my person­ 
al client, you’d never find a 
nicer guy to work for.” 
“ Mickey Rooney . . . He was 
about 9 or 10 then . .. the most 
ambitious little guy . . .” 


AFTER THREE years at Col­ 
umbia, Voight switched to Re­ 
public Picture Studios. 
“ The publicity manager nev­ 
er gets credit for good things, 
but if there’s a boo-boo, you get 
blamed,” Voight said. At Re­ 
public, producer Herb Yates, 
looking for someone to succeed 
Gene Autry, picked the lead 
tenor from the Sons of the 
Pioneers, a fellow named Len 
Slye, Voight recalled. 
They gave him the name Roy 
Rogers and “ at that time he 
had never ridden a horse,” 
Voight said. “ I called Fat 
Jones, who ran a stock farm, 
and arranged to have him go 
there and learn how to ride.” 


IN THOSE days, Voight was 
a bachelor and “ my whole life 
was movies.” 
Pressed for juicy tidbits 
about Hollywood scandals, the 
old press agent's instinct to 
protect the industry came forth. 
“ In all those years, I never 
saw a Hollywood wild party,” 
he said. “ I think the serious 
actors didn’t indulge that way.” 
Voight’s studio career ended 
just before World War II and 
except for a short stint on the 
“ Arch of Triumph” in the post­ 
war years, his Hollywood days 
were over. 


“ TH E 
B U S IN E S S 
had 
changed,” he said. “ I knew my 
time had come and I’ve hardly 
been back to Hollywood since. 
Just before World War II, 
Voight drifted away from the 


movies to become public real- 
tions director for Santa Barba­ 
ra County where, as fate would 
have it, he was on hand for a 
big war story. 
Voight handled the press 
when a Japanese submarine 
shelled the shore near Goleta. 
“ It was the first time the U.S. 
had been shelled since 1912,” he 
said. 


AFTER A short stint in the 
Air Force, he was released to 
manage publicity for the War 
Chest in California and in 1945 
he was married at the Stanford 
University Chapel. 
With his wife, Jan, who had 
been a job estimator at Marin- 
ship 
during the war, 
he 
launched a second successful 
career as a fund-raiser and 
campaign and public relations 
director for hospitals, churches, 
the Young Men’s Christian 
Assn. and other service organi­ 
zations. 
When he raised $766,171 to 
construct a 50-bed Valley Me­ 
morial Hospital in Livermore in 
1958, the Oakland Tribune 
called it “ an incredible accom­ 
plishment.” 


THERE WERE many other 
hospital campaigns and last 
year Voight arrived in Novato 
to bolster the $100,000 fund­ 
raising campaign to build a 
Boys Club. 
“ We’re almost there,” Voight 
•said. 
Voight moved to Novato and 
recently became campaign di­ 
rector for Central Marin Boys 
Clubs Inc., which plans to build 
several clubs in the area from 
Mill Valley to Marinwood. 
Now settled at 2627 Center 
Road with his wife, and two 
daughters, Katie, a 19-year-old 
sophomore at Sonoma State 
College, and Becky, a 15-year- 
old sophomore at San Marin 
High School, Voight has virtual­ 
ly shut the door on movies. 
“ I haven’t seen a movie in 
over two years,” he said. 
“ When I was with the studios, I 
probably saw one or two a 
day.”

‘‘As long as there are people who, for reasons beyond 
their control, cannot achieve a reasonable life, we 
have to help them,” believes Hans J. Schiller of Mill 
Valley. 


For Mill Valley’s Hans J. Schiller, the 
road to active participation in politics 
began when he was a boy in Berlin 
during the anxious days preceding World 
War II. 
As the youth watched the Nazi machine 
bulldoze its way to power and saw his 
own classmates proudly don the uniform* 
of Adolf Hitler’s youth corps, the experi­ 
ence had a profound effect. 
‘‘As a youngster I learned there were 
those who cannot defend or help them­ 
selves,” the 54-year-old planner-designer 
said. “And I found that others, myself 
included, had the gifts and ways and 
means of assisting these people.” 


IN RECENT YEARS Schiller’s desire 
to “contribute to my community” has 
brought him to active, behind-the-scenes 
roles in the Democratic Party, including 
the Presidential campaigns of Eugene 
McCarthy and more recently, Sen. Vance 
Hartke of Indiana. 
Currently, he is vice chairman of the 
California Democratic Commission on 
Platform and Policy, a group which last 
month completed a proposed platform for 
the 1972 campaign, making California the 
only state which will present a finished 
platform for consideration at the party’s. 
National Convention in July, 
. Schiller’s early conversion to altruistic 
activism first led him to become a leader 
of a Zionist group devoted to helping 
young Jews prepare to leave Germany 
for Palestine as the net began to close 
around Central Europe’s Jewish commu­ 
nity. 


IN 1937 HE himself immigrated to 
Palestine where he developed an interest 
in building as clerk of works in the 
Palestine Building Syndicate in Jerusa­ 
lem, a pursuit interrupted by the war in 
which he served with the British armed 
forces in the Western desert. 
It was in Jerusalem in 1938 that the 
young man first encountered famed ar­ 
chitect Eric Mendelsohn. “What do you 
think of my kind of architecture?” Men­ 
delsohn asked the youth, who replied 
candidly: “I don’t like it; it’s too plain 
for me.” 
That brief exchange began a long, 
often tempestuous partnership between 
the two men, a relationship which lasted 
until 1953 and brought Schiller to San 
Francisco with his mentor in 1947. 
“We were always fighting,” the gray­ 
haired Schiller recalled. “I ’d yell ‘Fire 
m e!’ and he’d retort: ‘No, I need some­ 
body to fight with.’ ” 


WHEN HE celebrated his 30th birthday 
in New York harbor “in sight of the 
Statue of L iberty,” planner-designer 
Schiller was firmly convinced he had had 
enough of politics to last a lifetime. “I’d 
been involved in everything from work­ 
ing in the German underground to intel­ 
ligence operations for the Israelis in 
Arab countries, dealing in politics in all 
of this.” 
“ Besides,” he quipped, “I had an 
aversion to American politics; I still do.” 
During his first years in this country, 
Schiller forgot politics and devoted his 
time to building. Among the buildings he 
designed are the Concord Shopping Cen­ 
ter, the chemistry building at the Univer­ 
sity of California at Berkeley, the Mai- 
monides Health Center; in ,Spn Francisco , , 
and temples and community centers in 
St. Louis, Cleveland, Washington, D.C., 
and Baltimore, to name a few.

cal scene began innocuously enough in 
the late 1950s (he had moved to Mill 
Valley in 1948) when a friend invited him 
to attend a.m eeting of the Tamalpais 
High School District board. 
* 
“A lady, a famous ‘book burner’ of that 
time, had asked the trustees to remove 
certain books from the high school li­ 
braries,” Schiller remembers. 
When other members of the audience 
appeared reluctant to oppose the woman, 
Schiller said “something snapped” in 
him as he listened to her arguments. “I 
thought, haven’t I heard all this before — 
in Germany? And I decided I had to have 
my say.” 


HE RECALLS making a brief, impas­ 
sioned speech about “how it starts with 
books, but the same flames often end up 
devouring human beings,” and noted it 
was “strange that I, a foreigner, ought to 
remind Americans of their heritage.” 
His talk triggered a deluge of other 
similar objections to the books’ removal 
and, as a result, the trustees voted to 
keep the volumes in the libraries. 
Before he knew what was happening, 
Schiller was asked to accept the presi­ 
dency of the Tamalpais High School P- 
TA and from that post grew his involve­ 
ment with the Democratic Party. 
In 1964, the designer was elected a 
director of the California Democratic 
Council and in 1967 was named state 
chairman of the council’s resolutions 
committee. 


TODAY, AS vice-chairman of the Cali­ 
fornia p arty ’s platform commission, 
Schiller's goals are electoral reform and 
creating “a party that is truly responsive 
to the vast majority of people in this 
country.” 
He believes the Democratic Party must 
produce a program “that is radically 
different from that of the Republican 
Party” to give voters “a definite choice” 
when they go to the polls. And he agrees 
there is some justification for Gov. 
George Wallace’s recent contention that 
there is “not a dime’s worth of differ­ 
ence” between the Republican and Dem­ 
ocratic parties. 
The commission vice chairman also 
believes that party platforms should be 
devised the year before a presidential 
election and the parties should then find 
a candidate who will stand on the plat­ 
form, not gear the platform to the 
candidate. 


THE CURRENT system of choosing 
Presidential candidates leaves much to 
be desired, according to Schiller, who 
thinks an election campaign should be 
“more than a beauty pageant or a 
contest to see who has the most charis­ 
m a.” 
The designer deplored the fact that, 
under the present system, candidates for 
President must either have tremendous 
wealth of their own or “ be willing to 
accept a tremendous amount of money 
from industry and pressure groups and 
so become politically beholden to these 
groups.” 
A system must be devised, he said, to 
permit candidates to run for office with­ 
out depending on “the largesse of private 
donors.” 
Schiller said he favors a plan like the 
one recently vetoed by President Richard 
*M.* NM)ft,*MleM \)£rfsons could check a 
box on their income tax returns to donate 
$1 of their tax money to the party of their 
choice. “If the government is truly syn­ 
onymous with the people, then the people

ought to pay election costs,” he said, 
adding that the media — particularly the 
electronic media which run on public 
airwaves — ought to donate certain time 
to give all candidates exposure. 


SCHILLER ALSO believes the existing 
primary system puts “too many de­ 
mands, financially and physically,” on 
the candidates and that primary results 
are often misleading or meaningless. 
Instead of engaging in extensive primary 
fights, he thinks the presidential candi­ 
dates ought to appear at the political 
conventions and “debate, make state­ 
ments and answer questions, fight it out 
for the nomination right there.” 
As a loyal party member, Schiller said 
he will support any candidate the Demo­ 
crats nominate, except Wallace or Sam 
Yorty (mayor of Los Angeles), “whom I 
would not support under any circum­ 
stances.” 
But, if he could personally choose a 
candidate for 1972, his choice would be 
Eugene McCarthy, “the most brilliant 
political thinker alive,” and the man he 
supported and worked for in 1968. 


“McCa r t h y, LIKE Adlai Stevenson 
before him, has an almost visionary 
understanding of the political process,” 
he said. “You have to be able to resolve 
issues ahead of your time to be capable 
of being President and share these issues 
with the people, but it was probably 
McCarthy’s ability to do just that that led 
to his defeat.” 
He added: “How far can a candidate 
go beyond the accepted political norm of 
the day without frightening people?” 
Schiller sees the chief issues of the 
campaign as the Vietnam war, foreign 
policy in general and “an equitable 
redistribution of wealth and resources to 
eliminate hunger and deprivation.” 
“ Personally I think a redistribution of 
wealth is needed; I don’t, for example, 
think it’s necessary for Howard Hughes 
to own billions and billions of dollars,” he 
said. 


“AS LONG *AS there! are people who 
for reasons beyond their control, cannot 
achieve a reasonable life, we have to 
help them even if we have to redistribute 
the wealth to do it,” he continued. “We 


must rehabilitate our fellow man who has 
failed society and whom society has 
failed.” 
Schiller would establish a “new land 
ethic,” by which the government would 
own the “most important” land in the 
country, then lease it back to citizens. 
Calling private ownership of land “un­ 
desirable in a free society where land 
should belong to the people,” Schiller 
said he “doesn’t like the idea that an 
individual can own the most valuable 
resource we have and exploit it for his 
own personal gain to the detriment of 
future generations.” 


UNDER HIS plan, the government 
would never relinquish property once it 
has acquired it and gradually acquire 
“land of importance,” like recreational 
land. 
“If the government was landlord for 
most of the land in this country, we’d 
have fewer planning problems, fewer 
ecology problems,” he said. 
Schiller said he would even be willing 
to leave the rambling Madrone Park 
Circle home where he and his wife Lotte 
have lived for the past 24 years and 
raised their three children. “I ’d be un­ 
happy, but I’d go along in the interest of 
preserving the land for future genera­ 
tions,” he said. 
Despite his political activities, Schiller, 
who sees himself as “a Renaissance 
man, who does a little of everything" has 
no ambition to seek political office, al­ 
though he admits that, at one time, “I 
came pretty close to running for Con­ 
gress.” 
Instead, he is content to wield influence 
behind-the-scenes, design and plan build­ 
ings, and indulge in his many other 
interests which include photography, 
electronics and the remodeling of his 
home. 


HE BELIEVES that a “revolution of 
persuasion, not of bloodshed” is under 
way in America today, but admits there 
is a long way to go. “There will never be 
• a perfect j country; we’ll; always havq 
problems anci crises,” he said. 
Hans Schiller will be content to know 
he has' had a share in solving those 
problems from a rear seat on the politi­ 
cal bandwagon.

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A Birthday For The Golden Gate Bridge

Since the opening of the Gold­ 
en Gate Bridge 35 years ago 
today, it has been termed: the 
most graceful man-made struc­ 
ture ever built; an engineering 
marvel; a wonder, and the 
most unique span in all the 
world. 
For its first 27 years, the 
9,951-foot-long bridge, with its 
4,200-foot main span suspended 
above the rushing waters of the 
Golden Gate Strait, was the 
longest single suspension bridge 
in the world. 
Then in 1964 it was nudged to 
second place by the newly built, 
60-foot longer, Verrazano Nar­ 
rows Bridge in New York Har­ 
bor. 
But the advent of a longer 
span did nothing to diminish the 
Golden Gate’s unique position 
among great structures of the 
world.

IN THE 1920s with federal 
and state governments reluc­ 
tant to finance it, the people of 
Marin, San Francisco, Sonoma, 
Del Norte and most of Napa 
and part of Mendocino, through 
legislative action, formed and 
later incorporated the Golden 
Gate Bridge District. 


In 1930 voters in the district 
approved a 35-million-dollar 
bond issue to build the span and 
“ persons from the northern 
counties pledged property as 
collateral,” the spokesman add­ 
ed. 
During the Depression years 
these bonds, retired last year, 
were bought by a syndicate 
headed by the Bank of Ameri­ 
ca. 
The people of the six counties 
still have a hand shaping the 
bridge’s destiny — one that 
may include rapid transit by 
1980. 


SIN C E 1968 THE district 
board has been comprised of 
supervisors, city councilmen, 
mayors and laymen appointed 
by local supervisors for two- 
year terms.

IF' PETALUMA and Santa 
Rosa were to become boom 
towns, such as San Jose, “the 
picture could change,” he said.

746-foot tow'ers (still the tallest 
in the world); at the two swoop­ 
ing cables and the deceivingly 
delicate appearing suspender 
ropes, w'hose ability to hold 
22,900 pounds per lineal foot of 
decking belied their appear­ 
ance. 
(Replacement of these sus­ 
penders, first major reconstruc­ 
tion in 35 years, is expected to 
start next month.

80,000 miles of wire into the 
7,650-foot long cables. 
The workmen built the bridge 
well. 
During the last 35 years the 
crossing has only been closed — 
for a few hours —to traffic 
once. That was on Dec. 1, 1951, 
when, after being lashed by 
wind gusts up to 69 miles an 
hour, the roadway began to 
undulate. 


SUFFERING damage in the 
storm, the span went under 
repair in 1952 and two years 
later, following an extensive 
engineering study, 
it was 
strengthened by lateral brac­ 
ing. 
(This new bracing created 
some of the initial structural 
framework for a possible lower 
deck. The idea of a second deck 
to be used for vehicular traffic 
was not enthusiastically re­ 
ceived by Marin and San Fran­ 
cisco residents during the last 
decade.

Now if it wasn’t for Joe 
O'Reilly standing there in front 
of me telling me this. I’d swear 
he had kissed the stone in 
Blarney Castle, which I can see 
across the fields from his estab­ 
lishment. 
Tourists who go a gypsying in 
horse-drawn caravans over 
roads in the Irish countryside 
enjoy the experience so much 
that they w’rite to the horse, 
O'Reilly çlaims. It lets him 
know that the animal is a good 
one and that he picked well for 
his clients. 
O’Reilly insists that no one 
should pass up the fun of horse 
caravaning because of inexperi­ 
ence. “ My horses are trained 
and docile.’’ he says. “I pick a 
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ALSO NEW TENT TRAILERS 
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horse for each client. I believe 
its the only way, and by doing 
this I’ve had an accident-free 
record.” 
He heads his own Blarney 
Romany Caravans. He also is 
president of the Horse Drawn 
Caravan Assn. of Ireland, 
which combines the experience 
and resources of the numerous 
operators of horse-drawn cara­ 
vans, and u'hich has established 
standards for this business. 
O’Reilly has an impressive 
establishment that is reassur­ 
ing to first-timers who come 
there. He has more than 100 
horses and his own farriers. He 
does his own shoeing, harness- 
making and repairs. His tack 
room is splendidly shiny with 
horse gear neatly hung up. 
The caravans are large, bar­ 
rel-shaped wagons capable of 
accommodating five people in 
bunks and are drawn by a 
single animal. They come 
equipped with bedding, kitchen 
gear, dishes, pots, pans, bowls, 
silverware and items for clean­ 
ing up dishes and the caravan 
itself. There are a gas stove 
and gas lamp, buckets to feed 
the horse, a horse brush and 
halter. 
The caravaners are instruct­ 
ed in harnessing and unhar­ 
nessing the animals. One of the 
staff goes along with the cara- 
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van for a few’ miles just to 
make sure that everything is all 
right and that the patrons are 
happy. 
Caravan holidays are usually 
for one week, and O’Reilly pro­ 
vides a suggested route plus a 
set of instructions for the care 
of the horse and caravan. Be­ 
cause of the international busi­ 
ness he does, the instructions 
come in French, German and 
Jutch as well as English. 
The longest day’s trek in one 
itinerary is 15 miles, the shor­ 
test six miles. Most stops are at 
farmhouses, where, by arrange­ 
ment with O’Reilly, the horse is 
cared for and the caravan has a 
place to park. 


No one is obliged to take the 
route suggested by O’Reilly. He 
does point out that in general, 
like in the old milk and bakery 
route days now' past, “the horse 
knows the way.” Also, the des­ 
ignated stops are helpful in 
case of emergency.

There’s a world-wide outdoor 
revival underway and people 
everywhere are taking a closer 


look at nature. 
Canada, however, has always 
been a popular hiking country, 
with paths such as the 435-mile 
Bruce Trail in Ontario. It will 
eventually link up with the New 
York State Finger Lakes Trail 
and the A ppalachian T rail 
forming a hiking path from 
Georgia to Georgian Bay. 
There are also trail networks 
in nearly all of the 24 Canadian 
national parks. They also offer 
free program s where experi­ 
enced naturalists help visitors 
understand the parks’ complex 
natural environment and the 
roles played by its plants, ani­ 
mals and land formations. 
And in the past two years, 
hundreds of miles of new trails 
have been carved out of forest 
and mountain, with more slated 
for development. 
Some of the better new trails 
are the Centennial, the Chil- 
ko>t, the Rideau, the Lauren- 
tide and the Laurentian net­ 
work. 


IN BRITISH Columbia, stu­ 
dents working on a grant from 
the federal government’s Op­ 
portunities for Youth Program 
completed the final sections of 
the Centennial Trail. It stretch­ 
es from the Simon Fraser Uni­ 
versity campus in the moun­ 
tains ringing the coastal city of 
Vancouver to Manning Provin­ 
cial Park, 130 miles away.

The trail snakes through sce­ 
nery ranging from mountain, 
forest, -and rushing stream to 
the quiet beauty of lakes such 
as Cultus and Chilliwack. En- 
route there’s historic Fort Lan­ 
gley, where the reconstructed 
palisades and interior reveal 
life in a 19th Century colonial 
outpost used by fur traders. 
Much of the Centennial Trail 
lies in valleys, but the approach 
to Manning Park climbs to over 
5,000 feet. Some stretches re­ 
quire the company of an experi­ 
enced hiker, but most of the 
trail can be taken at a leisurely 
pace. 
The students m arked and 
widened it, built bridges and 
erected walls to counteract ero­ 
sion and corduroy log sections 
in swampy areas. For variety, 
trails divert from several log­ 
ging roads along the way. 
Because much of the trail lies 
close to the Trans-Canada High­ 
way, sections can be used for 
an afternoon or weekend jaunt.

TO THE NORTH, the U.S. 
and C anadian governm ents 
have joined forces to re-open 
the historic Chilkoot and White 
Pass trails for hikers. 
Describing 
the Chilkoot 
as 
“ the worst trail this side of 
hell,” the gold-crazed prospec­ 
tors of 1898 pack-sacked their 
possessions over the pass to the 
shores of Lake Bennett, enroute 
to the fortunes and lost dream s 
of the Klondike gold fields. To­ 
day’s 35-mile trail is a lot eas­ 
ier and has overnight cabins at 
strategic points along the way. 
The Chilkoot and White Pass 


are two of the attractions of the 
Klondike Gold Rush Interna­ 
tional Historic Park, currently 
being developed by the two 
governments. 


IN ONTARIO, the newly-com 
pleted Rideau Trail is now ri­ 
valing the Bruce for popularity. 
The Rideau links Canada’s 
capital of Ottawa with Kings­ 
ton, where the St. Lawrence 
River flows out of Lake Ontar­ 
io. It is the key to a 180-mile 
hiking adventure through coun 
try rich with lakes, forests, 
streams, interesting rock for­ 
mations and a wide variety of 
plant and animal life. Several 
old mica and apatite mines lie 
along the route, and there's 
even the odd osprey’s nest. This 
summer, side trails are being 
added and perm anent cam p 
sites developed. 
Although the route is open to 
anybody, the Rideau Trail 
Assn. (Box 2111, Station D, Ot­ 
tawa, KIP 5W3) maintains it, 
organizes outings and supplies, 
maps and background informa­ 
tion with a membership <$2 
student, $4 single, $6 family). 


LINKING THE 70 miles of 
trails in the hills of Ottawa's 
popular Gatineau Park with the 
rolling Laurentian mountains, 
north of Montreal, is the new 
120-mile Laurentide Trail. 
The Laurentide passes near 
many Quebec hamlets on its 
long Wakefield-to-Lachute run, 
with Highway 8 affording easy 
access to the trail for short 
hikes. The Canadian Youth Hos­ 
tel Assn. at 270 Maclaren St.. 
O ttaw a, or 1324 Sherbrooke 
West, Montreal, Quebec, will 
have maps available by sum­ 
mer. 


more than 100 miles of trails in 
Mont T rem blant Provincial 
Park, and 250 miles of trails 
from Shawbridge to Ste. Agathe 
were cleared, m arked and 
mapped last summer through 
the O pportunities for Youth 
Program. Coupled with already 
existing trails, this vast net­ 
work represents one of the most 
comprehensive hiking systems 
in Canada. 
The trails wander through 
forests to scenic outlooks, 
around lakes and past aban­ 
doned huts.

Every dog owner or would-be 
dog owner, no m atter how expe­ 
rienced or novice, can learn 
much from Dr. Michael Fox’s 
book. 


Slightly m ore technically 
written than his popular month­ 
ly columns in a nationwide dog 
magazine, Fox’s book is never­ 
theless a clear message about 
dogs’ physical and emotional 
processes and needs. 


More than most dog writers, 
he drives home the point that 
all the many breeds of dogs 
were made different from each 
other for specific reasons, and 
that their breeders may have 
spent generations emphasizing 
the differences. Therefore, it is 
reasonable to expect a houseful 
of beagles or dachshunds — 
essentially pack hunting ani­ 
mals —to get along well with 
each other, while a houseful of 
terriers can be pandemonium. 


Fox carefully review s the 
need for socialization of puppies 
at various critical ages — a 
concept first described many 
years ago in articles by the late 
C la re n c e P fa ffe n b e rg e r of 
Guide Dogs in San Rafael. The 
scientist-dog fancier also out­ 
lines researchers latest conclu­ 
sions about dogs’ behavior to­ 
ward each other, and to a 
lesser extent, behavior towards 
people. 


He offers excellent advice on 
testing puppies’ temperament 
and learning abilities. 


Based on my own experience 
with breeding and showing 
dogs, I suspect Fox’s findings 
are colored a tiny bit by the 
clinical situation of research. 
The individual dog owner, 
watching a dog grow up on 
more or less a one-dog-one- 
person basis, may detect some 
differences in the dog’s behav­ 
ior.

When Daniel Ellsberg decid­ 
ed to try to make public the 
secret history of the Vietnam 
w ar that he had helped prepare 
for the Defense Department, he 
thought the disclosures would 
bring the war to an end. 
They didn’t. Instead, the fu­ 
ror over whether they should 
have been published, and who 
was guilty of what in publishing 
them, soon eclipsed the sordid 
tale of American involvement 
in Vietnam which had been 
prepared for Robert S. McNam­ 
ara and not completed until he 
was long out of office. 
“ The Papers and the Papers” 
tells the absorbing story. San­ 
ford J. Ungar, New York Post 
reporter, has done a thorough 
job, and presents it in highly 
readable reportorial style. 
The papers wrote new legal 
history with “ the P a p e rs.” 
What will happen to Ellsberg is 
yet to be seen. But more recent 
disclosures by columnist Jack 
Anderson and Sen. Mike Gravel 
of “secret” government docu­ 
m ents show th at the tra il 
blazed with the Pentagon pa­ 
pers will let more light hereaf­ 
ter into the dark jungle of 
government secrecy. 


Superficially, this is a sus­ 
pense-filled war story. Will the 
captain continue to get away, 
quite literally, with murder? 
Will his NCOs continue to cover 
for him, in exchange for his 
willful ignorance of their own 
illegal activities?

In the era of America’s great 
success stories, from the begin­ 
ning of the industrial revolution 
to World WTar I, there were few 
to match those of Diamond Jim 
Brady, the King of the Sales­ 
men, and Lillian Russell, the 
American Beauty. 
Diamond Jim ’s story was one 
to shame Horatio Alger. Born 
and reared above a New York 
w aterfront saloon, with the 
most meager of educations, he 
rose by his own ability to be­ 
come tycoon and millionaire. 
Lillian R ussell’s rise was 
equally spectacular. Born He­ 
len Leonard in a small town in 
Iowa, she became the toast of 
Broadway, the “most desirable 
woman in America,” the top 
attraction of the musical stage, 
and (accolade of accolades!) 
had her name on a cigar. 
That the paths of these two 
should meet added a rare fillip 
to their stories. And they were 
made for each other. Lillian of 
the hourglass figure could eat 
steak for steak, oyster for oys­ 
ter'w ith the gourmandizing fat 
man whose appetite was the 
wonder of New York restaura­ 
teurs. Both, also, were “real 
people,” despite the aura of 
wealth and conspicuous con­ 
su m p tio n th a t su rro u n d e d 
Brady and the glamor of the 
th e a te r th at enveloped Miss 
Russell. 
Yet, although Lillian Russell

And he 
brings to life two individualistic 
and likeable personalities who 
epitomized that era.

The quote is from Dinsdale's 
new book, “ Monster Hunt.” 
In 1961, the year after his 
first sighting of Nessie from a 
distance and through binocu­ 
lars, Dinsdale wrote “ Loch 
Ness Monster” to add new fuel 
to the controversy as to wheth­ 
er Nessie is for real —a relic 
from prehistory or some weird 
mutation —or the twin product 
of deliberate continuing hoax 
plus human hysteria and imagi­ 
nation. 
Dinsdale continued to return 
to Loch Ness’ shores periodical­ 
ly to seek conclusive proof of 
the monster’s existence, some­ 
times working alone, some­ 
times in cooperation with oth­ 
ers. 
In 1968 he became a full-time 
monster-hunter, and eventually 
he went to work for the Loch 
Ness Phenomena Investigation 
Bureau, partly funded in Amer­ 
ica. 
He and his colleagues have 
pressed their program with a 
persistence that has produced 
some evidence, but unhappily 
not enough, particularly of the 
photographic kind, to convince 
the skeptics. Thus the cam­ 
paign continues. 
“ Monster Hunt’’ 
as 
a 
progress report on that cam­ 
paign is a disappointment. To

begin with, Dinsdale is not a 
skilled writer. His material is 
poorly organized. But more dis­ 
tressing is his failure to focus 
his book upon the subject with 
which he is best equipped to 
deal, and in which the reader is 
most interested. 


Instead of concentrating on 
Loch Ness, Nessie and his work 
there, Dinsdale devotes a very 
large proportion of his book to 
monster and serpent stories 
generally, from all corners of 
the globe, and from past history 
as well as contemporary times. 
These stories are of widely 
varying degrees of believability 
and interest, and are usually 
told verbatim through the ac­ 
counts of the eye-witnesses and 
thus tend to run too long. 
Dinsmore’s analyses of these 
reports are often enlightening: 
For instance, most of the huge, 
rotting carcasses of monsters 
and serpents that wash ashore 
from the sea prove to be the 
remains of basking sharks. 
But Dinsdale is most enter­ 
taining and most intriguing 
when he stays with Loch Ness 
and its neighbor Loch Morar, 
discussing the increasingly so­ 
phisticated efforts — underwa­ 
ter and long-distance photogra­ 
phy, sonar, an autogyro, etc. — 
that have been employed to 
produce the proof that will con­ 
vince the doubters. Sometimes 
persuasive, too, are his cover­ 
age of the reports of qthers who 
claim to have seen Nessie. It 
isn’t easy, for instance, to dis­ 
count the wife of the retired 
wing commander who has lived 
along the loch for most of her 
life and says she has sighted on 
five occasions “ a great black 
hump crossing the loch from 
north to south. . .” 
Why Tim Dinsdale failed to 
devote “ Monster Hunt” in its 
totality to the most fascinating 
of these searches and the one 
with which he is personally 
involved may trigger specula­ 
tion. The, more dubious will 
suspect that with all his observ­ 
ing and his probing Dinsdale 
has simply failed to produce 
enough evidence of substance to 
fill a book. In all truth, the

Indeed, is the human effort 
and money being expended in 
the Loch Ness search for a 
monster that may not be there 
at all justifiable? What is the 
reason for such a project? 
Perhaps it is sufficient an­ 
swer to say simply that the 
Loch Ness investigation, unlike 
so many other scientific pro­ 
grams, at its worst will do no 
harm to mankind. It is unlikely 
to damage our environment, to 
increase external pressures or 
to drain really vast sums of^ 
money from critical social’ 
needs. 
But one of Dinsdale’s co­ 
workers with the Loch Ness 
Phenomena Investigation Bu­ 
reau provided a better answer: 
“ Someone recently asked me 
why we hunt these creatures. It 
is easy to answer, but difficult 
to explain. We believe in them 
— not only the individuals 
themselves but what they in the 
large sense represent. They are 
a not-so-impossible dream and 
an enigma almost answered. 
On this world bound by technol­ 
ogical complexities they are a 
return to nature, and a subtle 
reminder to man that he is not 
a master of all creation. It is a 


quixotic search for truth in a 
scornful world. . .And when we 
do place the final piece of the 
puzzle in position perhaps men 
will stop momentarily to gaze 
at inscrutable nature, and won­ 
der about the deeper natural 
truths. . .” 


In other words, an opportuni­ 
ty for nature to gain a laugh on 
man and his sciences. It is 
revealing that in the past, when 
man sighted what he thought to 
be a serpent, his first reaction 
was to shoot or harpoon it, even 
before he determined if it 
meant him harm. No wonder 
the Loch Ness monster, if, in­ 
deed, there is one, so rarely 
shows himself to man. Smart 
guy (or gaj), that Nessie!

Ryegrass has long been re­ 
garded as something of a sec­ 
ond class component in the 
realm of classy lawnsweed mix­ 
tures. 
Bluegrasses, fine fescues and 
bentgrasses still resent annual 
ryegrass, even if the latter is 
used only in small portion as a 
nursegrass. Annual ryegrass 
have been just too aggressive, 
usurping space and nutrients 
meant for the permanent turf, 
then copping out a season or so 
later. 
Not so with the new breed of 
fine-leaf perennial ryegrasses, 
selected for good looks and 
improved durability. Names 
you will be running across this 
year include Compas, NK-100, 
and Pelo. 
Perhaps most distinctive of 
all is Manhattan, a creation of 
Rutgers University deliberately 
blended from a dozen select 
strains (many of which were 
discovered in Central Park, 
New York). Manhattan is about 
as dense as is a bluegrass, low- 
growing and dark green. 
Of course no ryegrass, even 
the improved perennial types, 
can match the traditional fine 
turf species for neat mowing, 
restrained growth, or ability to 
Colonize bare soil by spreading. 
On the other hand, perennial 
ryegrasses are great for getting 
a stand of good-looking grass 
quickly.

The Aphids Are Here 
So Get Out The Spray 


Aphids, perhaps the most 
troublesome insect pest for Bay 
Area gardeners, are on the 
prowl again. Warm, dry weath­ 
er has helped produce a bump­ 
er crop here. 
These soft-bodied creatures 
are usually green, but can also 
be brown, yellow, pink or black, 
and about an eighth of an inch 
long when fully grown. 
Although aphids are most of­ 
ten found on roses, few plants 
or trees are absolutely immune 
to one or more aphid species. 
They feed by sucking the sap 
from plant cells. 
The wooly apple aphid, one of 
the less common species, has 
been especially troublesome or 
pyracantha this spring. 
You'll notice aphid damage 
as a loss of color or vigor in 
garden plants. Somje^ipnes 
curled and crinkled leaves indi­ 
cate their presence, or malfor­ 
mation of buds, flowers or fruit. 
And aphids themselves are 
only part of the problem. They 


secrete a sweet, colorless ho 
neydew that attracts ants and 
can serve as a medium for the 
growth of black, sooty tnold. 
For best results in controlling 
aphids, apply insecticides be­ 
fore insect populations are too 
large. Apply a spray like Spec- 
tracide (dizainon) or a systemic 
like Cygon (dimethoate). Spec- 
tracide gives excellent control 
of the wooly apple aphid and 
will also control ants if they 
become a problem. 
Aphids also facilitate non­ 
chemical controls. 
When populations are small, 
some gardeners attempt to 
wash them off foliage. This can 
be effective but too much water 
can damage blossoms and en­ 
courage mildew on roses. 
Ladvbugs will also control 
aphids. The probem with biol­ 
ogic;! rfcritFoJ fn the home gar­ 
den is getting enough predator 
insects to control the rapid re­ 
production of pest insects. 
Aphids are among the most 
prolific garden pests.

ON THE DOOR of our garden 
medicine cabinet is pinned a 
piece of paper, one of the most 
important implements in our 
garden arsenal. It is a simple 
calendar made by folding up 
some lined tablet sheets, each 
divided by a heavy line. 
On the left of the line I jot 
down the dates on which I 
spray the fuchsias, the roses or 
trees in the family orchard, 
with the kind of spray I use. In 
the right hand space I note the 
dates of plant feeding of the 
lawn, vetetables or any other 
plantings and what plant food I 
use. There is a page for each 
month. 
Thumbing back. I quickly 
check the spraying and feeding 
record for the year. 


LIKE MOST home gardeners, 
we used to spray and feed and 
water bv-guess-and by-gosh, 
meaning whenever we thought 
about it. 


My first venture in “ no-guess 
gardening" was an orchard wa­ 
tering chart — a sheet of book­ 
keeper's ledger paper, with the 
weeks marked at the top of the 
column, and the rows of trees 
indicated at the left margin. All

I had to do was make a blue 
check when I watered, a red 
one when I fed the trees. 
The automatic rain system 
put that chart out of business.

But 
not the spraying and feeding. 


THAT'S WHEN I devised the 
monthly spraying and plant 
feeding chart. It is such a 
simple way of keeping a record 


that I wonder why 1 didn't start 
it veal’s ago. It could have 
saved us many headaches when 
bug populations were exploding 
without our noticing them until 
we had a real battle on our 
hands. And it would have kept 
the lawn green and healthy 
when we were bemoaning 
brown spots. 


Of course, it doesn’t take a 
chart on the toolshed wall to 
practice “ no-guess” gardening. 
A little pocket notebook will- 
keep the record. Or a calendar 
with large enough spaces to 
make notes in the squares. 


But for a forgetful gardener 
like me, the chart on the door 
of the toolshed cabinet, in plain 
sight whenever I use the 8-8-8, 
is the best bet because it’s right 
there smacking me in the eye.

Thirteen. That’s how many 
doors I counted the day I 
bought my two-bedroom, one- 
bath bungalow. Seemed unbe­ 
lievable. 
So far, two of those doors 
have been removed as unnec­ 
essary; another one has been 
blocked out. But three more 
remain that serve no useful 
function, not even privacy; so 
why do I let them remain? 
There are some walls that 
aren’t needed either. And I ’m 
about ready for a break-out 
session! 


Uninterrupted space is rare­ 
ly enjoyed in today’s private 
homes and apartments, even 


those the builders label “ open- 
plan” interiors. We seem to 
box ourselves into cells within 
cells — breakfast nooks sepa­ 
rated from cooking rooms, 
dressing rooms isolated from 
sleeping areas, laundry rooms, 
playrooms, garages w'ith their 
own four walls and doors. 
Sounds like a box fixation, 
doesn’t it? Even some ceilings 
fall into my classification of 
box-making non-essentials. 


IF YOU HAVE ever watched 
a new' home being constructed 
you’ll remember the delightful 
stage when the structural 
framework is up, but not the 
interior w’alls and ceiling pan­ 
els. It’s the most striking peri­ 


od in the construction process 
— especially if the roof is 
peaked or hipped. There’s an 
airy quality and a basic hones­ 
ty because everything that is 
exposed is essential to the ex­ 
istence of the house. 
Then someone starts parti­ 
tioning that delightful space 
into a series of neat boxes. It’s 
like cutting the cake for a 
brithday party — everyone or 
everything must get a fair 
share. 
But you can break the rules. 
I found this out on a recent 
visit to a San Francisco Bay 
Area house. 


In what was basically a one- 
room home, all the bare bones 
of construction were left ex­ 
posed for everyone to enjoy. 
Unusual storage concepts had 
been devised such as one stor­ 
age wall that housed rollaway 
beds, a doorless mini-pantry of 
shelves created between the 
wall studs, hanging baskets for 
storing smaller items, and 
even a few things actually 
resting upon the structural 
beams overhead. 


THE ONLY DOORS in this 
vacation home were those to 
the bathroom and the main 
entry, and the only really iso­ 
lated space was the bath-dress­ 
ing room. The experience of 
sitting in this one integrated 
sapce was supersatisfying. 


How can you visualize your 
house without all this partition­ 
ing? 


It might be fun to draw a 
floor plan of the way it looks 
now. Then start tampering. 
Erase the wall between kitch­ 
en and back porch or dinette. 
'Think of it as a low divider or 


perhaps a breakfast bar. 
Could one wall of the garage 
be removed to reveal a view' of 
the garden? Or be replaced 
w'ith glass? How nice to drive 
into a view. 
Who uses the master bed- 
bath? Do you really need ex­ 


cessive privacy? Maybe some 
opening up there would make 
the bedroom more expansive. 


It’s worth the time. Even if 
you don’t make a major 
change now', you might learn a 
few' space tricks for a later 
box-breaking program.

Doc Likes His Role 
After 17 Years 


By VERNON STONE 
Humor and irascibility lurk in 
the eyes of Milburn Stone as he 
begins his 18th year playing 
gruff old Doc Adams in “Guns- 
moke.” 
“Tired of playing the same 
role after 17 years?” he asked. 
“Hell, no. I love every minute 
of it.” 
AN ACTOR since 1922, and 
well enough established as a 
character man in the theater, 
motion pictures and early tele­ 
vision, Stone was a dependable 
journeyman. But Doc Adams 
has made him a star. 
“ Every tick of the clock 
brings me closer to what I’d 
really have been if I’d been 
born Dr. Galen Adams. I’m 
getting closer to his age all the 
time.” 
Stone very nearly missed ag­ 
ing at all last year. He under­ 
went open heart surgery and 
for a while every tick of his 
heart could have been the last. 
But he is robust now. His color 
is good. He weighs 150 pounds, 
just, as he did when he was a 
kid in high school. 
ANYONE FACING heart sur­ 
gery can gain courage talking 
to Milburn, a name he detests. 
“There’s a story of how Doc 
Adams got his first name,” the 
actor said. “On the show his 
shingle reads ‘Dr. G. Adams/ 
The producers and writers have 
never given him a first name. 
“Then along came an episode 
where an old friend visits 
Dodge City. Naturally he had to 
call Doc by his first name. So 
they called me and asked me to 
think up a fitting given name 
for Doc. 
“Well I didn’t think George 
fitted the character, or any 
other of the common names 
beginning with the letter G. 
“FINALLY I thought of a 
name that I hated more than 
Milburn. That’s Galen. And be­ 
cause Doc would hate it too, he 
only used his initial on the 
shingle outside his office.” 
Milburn is so much into the 
character is as genuine as it 
might be for a close friend. 
Every year he is asked by 
someone to account for the 
astonishingly long 
success 
story of “Gunsmoke” on the 
tube. Each year he scratches 
his head and pulls on an ear 
lobe in the manner of Doc and 
splays his fingers, palms up, in 
a gesture of dismay. 
“WHO CAN say?” he asked. 
“There are many reasons. 
But I’ve concluded the biggest 
single explanation is that the

cast and crew get along so well 
together. I think the audience 
feels that. We often hear people 
say we look like we’re having a 
good time on the show. And we 
are. 
“I’ve seen many series break 
up because of petty differences 
and jealousies. 
“There’s another thing, too. 
We’re the world’s leading au­ 
thorities on characters. None of 
us ever questions what the oth­ 
er is doing if he changes the 
dialogue or some of his moves. 
“ Dillon, Kitty, Festus and 
Doc all have their little ways of 
doing things. Directors know 
this and leave us alone. 
“All this is nonsense. The 
real reason for our success is 
that we have a damned good 
show.”
